No examination of the locality was made to 
see if any one was hit, but it is believed some 


of the bullets took effect, as the men were in

‘ SHOT BY THE GUARD. 


William Oliver Assaults a Sentry and Is 
Injured Fatally. 

Burraro, N. X., Aug. 2 [Special.] — What 
will be the first killing of a striker occurred 
late tonight. William Olver, a switchman 
living in Buffalo, was shot and stabbed by a

upon the sentinel. He was only successful, 
however, in gaining the assistance of two of 


the men, who began to collect chunks of coal 
“and stones with which to attack the soldier. 


The guard stood his ground, lowered his 
rifle, and warned his . assailants that 
if they advanced ten paces further 
he would fire upon them. His warning, how- 
‘ever, 
from the three men. Suddenly Oliver raised 
his arm and a broken coupling pin went sail- 
ing through the air. It narrowly missed the 
soldier and crashed into the signal 
hght of a switch stand. A moment later a 
second stone was hurled at the soldier, and 
then fire rang out from the soldier’s rifle. 
Oliver feil, but attempted to rise again, 
when the soldier rushed up and stabbed 
him in the head*with his bayonet. Seeing the

It was found that 
only ane shot had taken effect in Oliver, but 
it bored a hole through his body.

He was taken 
to the camp and afterwards removed to the 
Emergency Hospital in an ambulance. The 
doctors say Oliver cannot live twenty-four 


hours. 
Attacks on the Guards. 


The sentries on the line of the Lake Shore 
at the Seneca street crossing were kept busy 
last night. For more than two hours a con- 
stant fusillade was kept up by the guards. 
The neighborhood of the guard lines swarmed 
with strikers and their adherents, who 
hid behind every possible cover and reigned 
Bhowers of stones at the blue coats. A com- 
pany was ordered to be ready to move at any 
moment, but its services was not needed. It 
is not known that any of the shots took effect, 
although word has just come in that a striker 
was found injured in one of the boarding- 
houses in that neighborhood. 

Shortly after midnight a fusiliade com- 
menced down at the Seneca street crossing of 
the New York Central and Nickel Plate on the 
Tifft farm. Thirty shots were fired in as 
many seconds. Ten minutes later the firing 
Commenced again, and between then and 
2 = o’clock 200 shots were fired.

Swore Out nn 

The Lehigh Valley people have had detect- 
ives out in their yards for several days, and 
the object of their presence became apparent 
tonight when ex-Judge Brundage, Genera) 
Counsel for the road, swore out twenty-five 
that number of striking 
switchmen with turning switches and other- 
wise interfering with the operation of trains. 

The first arrest was one that surprised the 
switchmen. It was that of J oseph Hammerly, 
President of the local union; he is charged 
with opening a switch, but the location is not 
given. Several other men were locked up to- 
night and neither Hammerly nor they have so 
far been able to secure bail. 

Early this morning Private Leach, a sharp- 
shooter belonging to the Twelfth Regiment, 
saw men throwing stones at a-passing train. 
He ordered them to desist, but they only 
laughed at him. He raised his rifle and again 
told them to move on, Instead of obeying 
they assumed threatening attitudes and cne 
threw a stone at him. He then pulled the 
trigger, and Ed Johnson, a striker, is now 
minus his lower jaw and four of his upper 
teeth. 

Growing Serious at Niagara. 

Affairs are assuming a serious aspect in the 
yards at Niagara Falls. The Erie tracks are 
practically blocked, but the New York Central 
seems to be handling things without much 
trouble. The Erie strikers are growing des- 
perate. All Sunday night they devoted their 
time to breaking up trains, and succeeded in 
stopping traffic so thoroughly that the entire 
city police force of fifteen men was called out. 
This morning an Erie train bearing non-union 
men a group of strikers, One of the 
latter pulled a non-union man from a flat-car 
and had beaten him severely before the police 
arrived. Itis expected that troops will be 
sent to the Falls tomorrow. 

About 5:30 this morning Sergt. Charles 
Lambrecht discovered flames issuing from 
New York Central car 11,587, used by the 
Forty-tirst separate company of Syracuse for 
cooking. Before the tire department could 
reach it the car was completely destroyed, and 
a coach near by, occupied by the troops, was 
badly scorched. It is believed that the ex- 
plosion of an oil stove in the culinary car 
caused the fire, though some of the soldiers 
are inclined to think it was a case of incen- 
diarism, for which the strikers are responsible. 

John Daly, a striking switchman, was ar- 
rested and charged with assault. Franklin D. 
Locke, attorney for the Nickel Plate, is the 
complainant. He says Daly pulled new men 
employed by the Nickel Plate from their 
trains, and attempted to intimidate them.

Pennsylvania Men Walk Out, 

Forty-two switchmen, the entire force, 
struck in the New York and Pennsylvania 
yards this afternoon. The men quit because 
one crew refused to handle New York Central 
cars. They show an ugly disposition, and the 
yards tonight are guarded by 325 soldiers. 

Division Superintendent C. T. Dabney told 
the story of the walkout as follows: 

o*etock eighteen + 
cars from the New York Central came to us 
for transfer. A crew was ordered to haudle 
them, but the men refused. The yard- 
master was called, and all his arguments failed. 

I was then sent for, I told the men to go to 
work. They again refused and I discharged 
them on the spot. They then went all through 
the yards calling on the other men to strike, 
and every one quit right where he was. They 
were ordered out of the yards, and waited out- 
side until the night crews came on. They 
were informed of-the situation and refused to 
go to work.“

* Well, we have already made arrangements 
to get new men and they will either get to 
work tonight or early tomorrow morning.“ 

As soon as the strike was reported to Gen. 
Doyle he ordered Capt. A. L. Judson with 
325 men to the yards. Before the soldiers ar- 
rived the strikers had pulled nearly 
very pin in the yards, practically 
breaking up every train. The presence 
of soldiers did not keep the men away for 
a while.

STRIKERS ARE JUBILANT NOW.

They Have a Plan to Force Sargent to Call 
Out the Firemen. 

Burraro, N. I., Aug. 22.—/[Special.]—The 
switchmen are jubilant tonight, as their ranks 
were augmented late this afternoon by the 
forty-two men employed by the Western New 
York and Pennsylvania, who struck because a 
crew was summarily discharged because of re- 
fusal to handle New York Central cars. Now 
the claim is made that the men on the 
Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg will go out, 
also the Lackawanna, before morning, aua 
hints are dropped that the Michigan Central 
ana Grand Trunk men may also strike. They 
are jubilant also because Grana Master 
Frank P. Sargent of the Firemen’s Brother. 
hood is in the city. They claim that at the 
conference to be held between Sweeney, Sar- 
gent, E. E. Clark, Grand Chief of the con- 
ductors; S. E. Wilkinson, Grand Master of 
the railroad trainmen, and Chief P. M. Arthur 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
they will be able to show that the railroads 
are not fighting the switchmen because they 
have made unreasonable demands, but be- 
cause they are an organized body; in fact, 
that the figlit is against organized labor. If 
they can convince the chiefs of the various 
bodies that organized labor is in danger 
of receiving an almost mortal blow, a 
strike of mammoth proportions will be in- 

augurated. Grand Master Sargent says that 
so far no complaint has come from firemen. 
But if a little scheme concerted by Mr. 
Sweeney does not miscarry, he is liable to 
have a grievance laid before him. 

The story being told tonight is that Sweeney 
has prevailed upon some of the local firemen 
to go before Sargent this morning, declare 
that their lives are endangered by the 
green switchmen, and ask him to demand 
that the new men be laid off or they will 
strike. Itis also stated tonight that another 
move contemplated by Sweeney is the calling 
out of the switchmen at Rochester at day- 
break.

7 FATE OF CONVICTS WHO TRIED 150 


MAKE AN ESCAPE, 


Desperate Fight of Two Men with Guaris 
and Their First Victory — Walsh Gets 
Out by a Window but Vincent Is Killed 
Before He Squeezes Through—The For- 


mer Shot in the Leg and Run Down— | 


Desperate Long-Term Convicts. Make a 
Break, but Fail. 

New York, Aug. 22.—[Special.]—A daring 
but unsuccessful attempt to escape from Sing 
Sing prison was made by two convicts at 1 
o’clock this morning. The two were long- 
term prisoners. (ne was shot dead. Thomas 
Walsh and Charles Vincent occupied one cell 
in the main prison and worked together in the 
State shop doing odd jobs for the prison’s 
need. Saturday they brought with them to 
their cell a heavy pair of shears from the 


‘State shop in which they were employed. 


They worked all day Sunday with the shears, 
and succeeded in destroying the sheetiron 
which envircles the lock of their cell, and thus 
were enabled to open their cell door. 

About 12:45 o’clock this morning they bold- 
ly ventured out into the gallery and started 
for Night Guards Post and McCormick, who 
wore stationed there. Post was the nearest to 
the prisoners, and they engaged him in a ter- 
rible struggie, during which one of the con- 
victs bit a finger off his right hand. They 
then threw him from the gallery to the 
ground, sixteen feet below, his body striking 
on the hard pavement. He was severely in- 
jured and was brought to Dr. Collard to have 
his injuries attended to. 

In the struggle the convicts secured Post’s 
rifle and started for the window at the north 
end of the prison, adjoining the Warden’s res- 
idence, Walsh: reaching it first and Vincent 
following closely, at the same time firing a 
volley from Officer Post’s rifle at Night Guard 
McCormick, who was at the opposite end of 
the gallery. The bullets, however, did not 
hithim. As Vincent. was about to squeeze 
himself through the window, his confederate 
having successfully liberated himself, Officer 
McCormick returned the fire, the bullet tak- 

ing effect in Vincent’s abdomen, ag) him 
b 
Walsh Pursued and Shot. 

In the meantime Vincent’s fellow-prisoner, 
having made his way through the window, 
slid down the water-pipe in front of the 
warden’s house and made for the south end of 
the prison wall, when an officer was detailed 
to pursue him and reached the scené as he 
was making for the hill leading to 
Sing Smg village. The officer fired 
four shots, one of them taking effect in 
Walsh’s leg, and he dropped to the ground 
and was brought back to the prison. 
‘He was placed in the hospital and his injuries 
attended to by the prison physician. The 
dead body of Vincent was taken from the 
window at which he was shot and placed in 
the dead-house of the hospital. His friends in 
New York were notitied by the prisoa officials, 
but no word has yet been received as to 
whether they intend to claim his body or 
not. 

The whole village was much agitated over 
the affair and the 1,600 prisoners confined 
within the prison-walls set up a yell that could 
easily be heard a mile away. The majority of 
them did not know what had bhap- 
pened, but when the prison-bell was rung 
to arouse the officers living in the village, the 
convicts thought the prison was on fire and 
their lives were in danger, and they became 
almost frantic. Warden Brown and Principal 
Keeper Connaughton were asleep at the time 

outbreak, but were aroused 


of the prisoners’ eak, 
n and quickly took a 


“hand in restoring quiet. This wasa work of 


great difficulty, and the guards, who were 
armed with Winchester rifles, had to threaten 


to shoot down the first convict who made an 


effort to break out. Surgeon Irving says that 
while Walsh’s wound is not necessarily fatal, 
it is very serious. 

The Men Were Desperate. 

Both Vincent and Walsh were known to be 
desperate men, and had been carefully 
watched. It is not known how they managed 
to secure the big shears with which they cut 
off the sheathing of the lock in their cell. 
Coroner Sutton of Peekskill is this afternoon 
holding the inquest on Vincent’s body, ex- 
amining witnesses and other officials connect- 
ed with last night’s shooting. 

The implements which the convicts had se- 
cured were examined.and found to consist of 
a heavy pair of shears, a heavy  jack- 
screw and steel saw, and a small 
hand-giass, with which to shadow the 
night guards as they were making their 
rounds, All is quiet at the prison today. 
Warden Brown and Principal Keeper Con- 
naughton both declare that last night’s occur- 
rence was the most exciting they had ever 
witnessed. Charles Vincent, the prisoner who 
was kiiled, had served several terms in the 
Kings County Penitentiary and at Black- 
well’s Island. He was 34 years old, and the 
crime for which he was serving was burglary 
in the .first degree. He was sentenced by 
Judge Gildersieeve for sixteen years Sept. 24, 
1885, James Walsh, his companion, was 
sentenced by Judge Cowing of New York 
March 11, 1891, to seven years for grand 
larceny in the second degree. 


MRS, WORMSER WANTS A DIVORCE. 


The Banker’s Alleged Daughter-in-Law 
Sues for a Round Sum, 

New York, Aug. 22.— [Special.] — Before 
Judge Patterson in Supreme Court chambers 
this morning, Charles W. Brook, the noted 
criminal lawyer, argued a motion for Olive 
Kent Wormser, which asked that Mau- 
rice Wormser, son of the millionaire Wall 
street broker and banker,;Simon Wormser, 
be compeiled to pay her $100 a week alimony 
and counsel fees of $1,000, as she was his com- 
mon law wife up to the spring of 1892, when 
he deserted her and contracted a ceremonial 
marriage with Miss Ranger of this city, 
daughter of Solomon Ranger, the wealthy 
cotton operator. The couple met in March, 
1889, and later a verbal contract of marriage 
was entered into. Mr. Wormser, so the woun- 
an claims, wanted to keep the marriage se- 
cret as he feared his father would cut off his 
allowance and disinherit him. They took a flat 
on Park avenue, where they lived as Mr. and 
Mrs. Russell. They aise lived at the Lincoln 
Hotel under the names of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wormeer, and later at the Bartholdi as Mr. 
and Mrs. Turner. Then they went to house- 
keeping at No. 305 West Fifty-second street. 
Their funds ran short and the woman’s dia- 
monds were pawned. They held their rela- 
tions as man and wife until last Aprii, when 
Mr. Wormser left without notice and failed 
to return. Before he left he took every letter 
he had written the woman and any com- 
promismg proof. 

Mr. Wormser’s counsel characterized the 
woman’s story as false and reflected upon her 
character. The following letter from Maurice 
Wormser, cousin of the defendant, to the de- 
fendant, is appended to the complaint: 

New York, July 30, 1891—9 p. m.—I have just 
called at the Barthoidi Hotel.

Mrs. ©’Cunper had reported that 
her husband was aseting strangely and she 
was afraid he ald hurt somebody. 
The wife appeared as bomplainant in the Po- 
lice Court today. were three other al- 
leged lunatics * the dock with O Conner. 
One of them was K the man who took off 
his clothing and d a jig on a woodshed in 
Jersey City Sunday and later ran half a mile 
through the streets. 

When ©’Conner heard his companion called 
by the name of Keene he fell on the young 
man’s neck, embraced him effusively, and 
startled Keene by asking him various ques- 
tions about the rendition of certain lines in 


Hamlet, Othello, and other Shakspesrean plays. 


O' Conner did not S 0 realize what was 
being done until the Justice committed him 
for ten days. Then it dawned upon him that 
something was wrong. 

* But, most upright and worthy Judge,’’ he 
interposed, “I havea most important pro- 
fessional engagement at the Star Theater this 
evening and shall de obliged—painfully 
obliged, mark ye—to disobey your order and 
absent myself from the jail.

JUDGES FOR CHICAGO. 


TWO ADDITIONAL ONES TO BE 
ELECTED IN COOK COUNTY. 


Gov. Fifer Receives Attorney - General 
Hunt's Opinion in Regard to the Mat- 
ter and Decides to Issue the Writs—To 
Be Chosen in November—Text of the 
Correspondence on the Subject — The 
Law Under Which the Governor Will 
Act—Neecessity for Such Action. 

SprinGrieip, III., Aug. 22.—[Special.]— 


Gov. Fifer decided today to issue writa for | 


the election of two additional Judges of the 
Superior Court of Cook County at the general 
election in November. The conclusion was 
reached in accordance with his own construc- 
tions of the laws and upon the receipt of an 
opinion by Attorney-General Hunt confirming 
this view of. his duty in the premises. 
Following is the text of the correspondence 


on the subject: 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 20.—To the Hon. George 
Huot, Attorney-General—Dear Sir: By the re- 
turns of the United States census of 1890 it ap- 
pears that the population of Cook County in that 
year was 1,191,922. My attention has been called 
to Sec. 23, Art. VI. of the Constitution, which pro- 
vides that the General Assembly may increase the 
number of Judges of the Criminal and Superior 
Courts of Cook County by adding one Judge to 
either of said courts for every additional 
50,000 inhabitants of said county over and above 
a populatien of 40,000, and to an act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, approved April 15, 1875. providing 
for the election of additional Judges of the Su- 
perior Court of Cook County. Please advise me if, 
in your opinion, there is any provision of law im- 
posing upon the Governor of the State any duty 
relating to said matter at this time. Very respect- 
fully, Josepn W. Firn, Governor. 


Attorney-General Hunt’s Opinion. 
. SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 22.—To the Hon. Joseph 
W. Fifer, Governor—Dear Sir: Your communica- 
tion of the 20th instant received. In answer per- 
mit me to say Sec. 23, Art. VI., of the Constitution 
provides that the County of Cook shall be one Judi- 
cial Circuit, and the Circuit Court of Cook Coun- 


ty shall consist of five Judges until their number 


shall be increased; that the Superior Court of 
Chicago shall be continued and called the 
Superior Court of Cook County and the 
General Assembly may increase the number of 
said Judges by adding one to either of said courts 
for every additional 50,000 inhabitants in said 
county over and above a population of 400,000,”’ 

No mention is mede of the number of Judges of 
which the Superior Court consisted at the time, 
but I find that by act of the General Assembiy of 
Feb. 21, 1859, said court was given three 
Judges. This gave the two courts a total 
of eight Judges until such time as 
the General Assembly should provide for 
increasing their number. By act of the General 
Assembly, approved April 15, 1875, called An 
act providing for an increase in the number of 
Judges of the Superior Court of Cook County,” 
itis provided: 

Sec. 1. That for every 50,000 inhabitants over 
and above a population of 400,000 in the County 
of Cook there shall be elected one Judge to the 
Superior Court of Cook County until said court 
shall be composed of nine Judges. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Governor of 
this State. whenever he escertains trom the cen- 
sus of this State or of the United States that the 
County of Cook is entitled to one or more addi- 
tional Judges, as provided in Sec. 23, Art. VI., of 
the Constitution of this State, to issue a writ for 
the election of one Judge for every 50.000 inhab- 
itants above a population of 400,000 in said 
county, and such election shall take place Tues- 
day next after the first Monday of November, A. 
D. 1875, unless the said writ of election is issued 
after that date, in which event the Governor shall 
designate the day when such election shall be 


held.“ 
Can Issue the w rits. 

No additional Judges were chosen under this 
act until 1880, when four were elected, increasing 
the number of Judges of the Superior Court to 
seven, since which time none have been added. 
By act of the General Assembly, approved and in 
force May 4, 1887, provision was made for the elec- 
tion of six additional Judges 
of Cook County, and they were elected on the first 
Monday of June of that year, mak the — 
number of Judges of said court "een, 
the total number of Judges of both the 8 
and Superior Courts at this time eighteen. It 
now appears by the United States census of 1890 
that Cook County had in that year a population 
of 1,191,922, being an excess of 791,922 over and 
above a population of 400.000. As before seen the 
number of Judges provided by the Constitution 
until the General Assembly shoula provide an in- 
crease is eight. Allowing one additional Judge 
for every 50.000 inhabitants over and above 
400,000 would give the county fifteen additional 
Judges, Underthe acts of 1875 and 1887 ten of 
these have been elected. in my opinion Cook 
County is entitled under the last mentioned act, 
on the basis of the census of 1890, to two addi- 
tional Judges of the Superior Court, and it is the 
duty of the Governor to issue writs for the elec- 
tion of such officers.

COMEDIAN W. 8. DABOLL’S DEATH, 


He Appeared in Good Spirits, Said He Was 
Going and Could Not Be Saved, 

Houston, Mass., Aug. 22.—[Special. ]—W. 
S. Daboll, the well-known comedian, com- 
mitted suicide about 4:30 this afternoon at 
the residence of G. W. Slocum, where he hed 
been residing with his wife a good portion of 
the season. He was under  engage- 
ment to appear at the Tremont 
Theater, Boston, this evening in Puritana”’ 
and had been in Boston rehearsing his part 
for the last few weeks. He telegraphed Miss 
Pauline Hall Saturday evening that he would 
certainly be on hand Monday for rehearsal. 
Mr. Daboll was born in Providence and 
was 35 years of age. He leaves a widow and 
two children here and two sisters in Provi- 
dence. He had been on the stage for some 
fifteen years, but in early life had intended to 
be an Episccpal minister. For an hour or so 
previous to the fatal act he took a stroil with 
his wife and seemed in the best of spirits. He 
entered the house and passed to his room. 
In a minute afterward he told his wife 
that he had taken poison and bade her 
good-by. When asked what it was he 
replied, *‘ No matter.“ Mrs. Daboll sum- 
moned Mr. Slocum, who was in the yard, and 
Dr. Poe, who lived in the next house, but so 
rapid was the effect of the poison that he died 
within ten minutes from the time it was 
taken. No trace of any vial or powder could 
be found and all local druggists deny having 
sold him any poison.

TRAIN. ROBBER BUNCH SHOT DOWN. 


The seem Southern Bandit Killed While 
Resisting Arrest. 

New Orteans, La., Aug. 22.—[Special.}— 
The noted train-robber, Capt. Eugene Bunch, 
was surprised’ by Pinkerton detectives near 
Franklinton, Washington Parish, in this State, 
and shot and killed. The affair occurred at 
an early hour Sunday morning. The capture 
of Bunch was undertaken by Capt. T. F. Jack- 
son, a resolute detective, who greatly assisted 
in the capture of Rube Burrows. He was as- 
sisted by Charles O. Sumner, a Pinkerton de- 
tective from Chicago. Both detectives were 
in the employ of the Southern Express 
company. For months they have been 
working on the case, and finally located 
Bunch at the place where he was killed. 
Upon approaching a place known as the 
Farm House, which is located in a wild region, 
the detectives and posse dismounted and con- 
cealed themsélves and soon saw Bunch and 
Hapgood approaching. The outlaws were 
ordered to throw up their hands andsurrender. 
Hapgood obeyed, but Bunch began firing, 
his shots proving ineffectual. The detectives 
and, posse then returned the fire with 
thei Winchesters, riddling Bunch with 
bullets. Bunch died without saying a 
word, The body was then carried to Frank- 
linton, where. it was identified and buried. 
Bunch was born within a few miles. of where 
he was slain. He was a Confederate catalry- 
man, afterwards a school-teacher in Tangipa- 
hoa Parish. He took to gambling and drink- 
ing, and finally became a train-robber, fre- 
quently operating alone in holding up and 
robbing trains. :

During the 
war in Spain, when the Carlists were con- 
tendmg for the throne against the 
Republicans, Perkins and his wife 
upheld the banner of Don Carlos. 
He wrote for London and Parisian papers in- 
imical to the success of Alfonso. Alfonso be- 
came King Dec. 29, 1874. Perkins’ name was 
placed on the roll of proscribed persons. He 
went to Paris and she to Madrid. She suc- 
ceeded in reéstablishing her relations with the 
royal family, and induced the King to allow 
her husband to return. He was insulted and 
persecuted and finally left the country, event- 
ually returning to America. Mr. Perkins and 
his royal wife had two children—Alfonse 
Francisco de Asis Fernando Marie Deller Pio 
Carlos, now studying law at Madrid, and Don 
Carlos, who is in a royal military school at the 


same place.

Mr. Johnson Huntington, the Cleveland 
millionaire, who has been having a hand-to- 
hand fight with death in Europe many months 
past, has sent his sworn statement to Cleve- 
land declaring the use of his name upon the 
notes in indorsement to be forgeries. 
His statement is a deposition in the case be- 
gun on a note for $5,000 by the Cardington 
Bank of Cardington, O., and was taken in 
Dresden, Germany, before United States 
Consul Aulick Palmer by Henry, Ranney, 
Esq., of this city, Mr. Huntington’s attorney.

Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh Senatorial Districts 
should be disciplined.

Canadian vessels are placed on the same foot- 
ing as United States vessels if we have to re- 
coup them out of the Dominion Treasury. 
The new tolls will not come into force anyway 
until the first of next month and will cease 
when our payment of rebate on Welland Canal 
tolls ceases, as cease it will at the end of this 
season. : 

J am confident now that by the end of 
next summer at the furthest our canal at 
Sault Ste. Marie will be finished. We shall 
then have a lock 900 feet long and sixty feet 
wide which can hold a whole tow, and make 
lockages in one-half the time now taken in 


the canal on the United States side. A Cana- 


dian vessel can then travel from Port Arthur 
on Lake Superior to Halifax without having 
to enter United States water. 

Work on our canal will be pushed for- 
ward day and night. Meanwhile, the gov- 
ernment will take care that Canadian vessel- 
owners and shippers shall not suffer.”’ 


INSTRUCTIONS TO COLLECTORS. 


How the Treasury Department Will En- 
force Retaliation. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 22.—[Special. |— 
iastructions were issued by the Treasury De- 
partment today for the collection of tolls on 
Canadian freight passing through the St. 
Mary’s Falls Canal. Special pains will bo 
taken to guard against fraudulent representa- 
tions. Vessels which claim not to be bound 
for Canadian ports will be taken at their 
word, but where there is ground for suspicion 
their course will be watched and offenders 
will have to pay heavily. The collection of 
toils will be asimple matter. The circular 
letter of instructions to Collectors, after recit- 
ing the law and the President’s proclamation, 
is as follows: 


On the passage through the canal at St. Mary's 
Falls, in your district, from and after the Ist 
prox., of any vessel with cargo you will exact tolls 
as provided for above. But no tolls will be charged 
or collected as regards freight carried to and land- 
éd at Ogdensburg or any port west of Ogdens- 
pang ane south of a line drawn from the north- 
ern boundary of the State of New York through 
the St. Lawrence River, the great lakes ana their 
connecting channels to the northern boundary of 


the State of Minnesota. The master of every 


such vessel will be required to furnish a sworn 
statement, substanially in the form of a mapifest, 
showing date, the name of the vessel, its destina- 
tion, the name of the master, and the number of 
tons and kind of merchandise carried. If the des- 
tination be such as to exempt the vessel from the 
tolls you will make entry of the fact in a book 
with columns exhibiting the particulars speci- 
fied in the master’s statement, and also the 
amounts chargeable and the amounts paid. On 
the next arrival of the vessel you will exact the 
tolls, unless on or before that time and 
within one month from its 123 through the 
canal there shall be furnished to you proof of the 
actual delivery of the cargo at some port or place 
within the limits of the United States above 
specified. Sach proof will consist of the certiti- 
cate of the Collector of Customs at the port of 
destination showing the entry of the vessel and 
the landing of the merchandise there. Should 
the prescribed evidence not be furnished within a 
period of one month after the passage of the 
canal by the vessel you will report the facts to 
the department, to the end that measures may be 
taken by it for the recovery of the amounts due. 
The tolls collected will deposited as mis- 
cellaneous receipts and included in a special ac- 
count forwarded to the First Auditor, in which 
the total amount received each month will be 
credited and the amount deposited debited, and 
will be entered on stub book (Cat. No. 399) 
with other collections as “tolls for passage of 
vessels through St. Mary’s Falis Canal 

of freight.“ 

Treasury officials are at a loss to make any 
estimate of probabie revenue from this 
source. The tonnage of “Soo’’ is greater 
than that of the Suez Canal, the ore ship- 
ments from the Lake Superior ranges being 
heavy. The Welland Canal discrimination is 
on grain and kindred products, but in apply- 
ing retaliation President Harrison put no lim- 
itation on the articles. However, as compar- 
atively little ore goes to Canadian ‘ports the 
toli will be collected almost entirely on grain 
cargoes, Last year the shipments through 
St. Mary’s were 583,794 tons of wheat, 254,088 
of flour, and 76,065 tons of grain other than 


wheat. How much of this went to Canada 


there is no means of knowing, but 2,603,539 
bushels of wheat were shipped from Port Ar- 
thur in Canada, presumably consigned to 
other Canadian ports. During the year 
4,404,395 tons of ore and 1,894,483 tons of coal 
went through the canal. 


THE LARGEST CANADIAN CARRIERS. 


The Canadian Pacific and Beatty Lines— 
What Captains Will Do. 

SauLt Ste. Marie, Mich., Aug. 22.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Last year Canadian tonnage passed 
through the St. Mary’s Canal tothe amount 
of 350,952 tons. According to Supt. Wheeler 
the total will be larger this season. ‘This ton- 
nage is carried by thirty-eight steamers and 
nineteen sail vessels, whose total registered 
tonnage is 26,744 tons and whose total valua- 
tion is $8,119,500. The most important 
line’ of Canadian boats using the canal 
is the Clyde built steel steamships run- 
ning between Owen Sound and Port Arthur 
for the Canadian Pacific railway, the Manito- 
ba, Alberta and Athabasca, each of which 
passed through the canal twico a week. 
Next to these are the Monarch and United 
Empire or the Beatty line, running between 
Port Arthur and Sarnia. All of these carry 
both freight and passengers. The largest Ca- 
nadian freighters are the Rosedale and Algon- 
quin, running between Montreal, Kingston, 
and Port Arthur. The Canadians are building 
a new canal and lock here, and they could be 
rushed to completion inside of two years. 
Considerable grain is carried through the 
canal froin Duluth to Canadian ports, but 
most of the freight is from Port Arthur. The 
Canadian business through the canal is a 
small percentage of what passes through. 
Canadian boats buy supplies — but their 
masters declare they will not spend a cent in 
the United States after the retaliation procla- 
mation goes into effect. The Canadian Pacific 
boats carry large passenger lists, as also do 
the Beatty boats. A tax on passengers would 
be felt quickly.

TO CATCH GERMAN-AMERICAN VOTES. 


Appeal Made by the Union to Secure Sup- 
port for Cleveland, ‘ 

New York, Aug. 22.--The German-American 
Cleveland Union has issued an address signed 
by Carl Schurz, Oswald Ostendorfer, William 
Steinway, Henry Villard, Louis Windmuller, 
and Gustav H. Schwab which, after praising 
Grover Cleveland and giving its reasons, urges 
all German-Americans to cast their ballots for 
the Democratic candidates. Translated the 


address says: 

To Our German-American Foellow-Citizens: Im- 
pressed with the unusual importance of the com- 
ing Presidential election we regard it as our dut 
to give you our reasons for believing that the wel- 
fare of our adopted country requires the election 
of Grover Cleveland and that he deserves the 
votes of natur Germans. Above all we be- 
lieve that he is a thoroughly honest man, which 
fact even his most bitter enemies do not dare to 
dispute. Neone ever attempted to create the 
slightest suspicion in this respect. When he re- 
turned to private life after having held the high- 
est position in this country, his name was as un- 
sullied as that of Washington. Among his most 
marked characteristics are his undaunted cour- 
age and his adherence to his convictions. In his 
career as Governor of the State of New York and 
as President of the United States he demonstrat- 
ed in the most impressive manner that in this 
respect he is second to no other historical char- 
acter of this country.

BOASTS OF A MINERS’ CHAMPION 
LEADS TO TROUBLE, 


Knoxville Men Excited Over an Incident 
of the Strike at Coal Creek—Irish, the 
Agitator, Captured and Locked Up— 
Miners Will Be Smoked Out of Their 
Hiding Places in the Mountains—Col. 
Colyar Says the Company Is Anxious to 
Give Up Its Contract for Convicts, 


Kynoxvititz, Tenn., Aug. 22.—[Special.]— 
Excitement was never higher in Knoxville 


than it was for a short time this morning. The 


riot alarm was rung from the city-hall about 


10 o’clock. 

It originated from a fight between W. L. 
Ledgerwood and one Joe N. Goodwin, which 
occurred on a crowded street, and a few 
minutes afterward a rumor started that Good- 


win, who runs a cheap hotel, had given break- 
fast to four Coal Creek miners, and that he 
had organized 100 men who would go to Coal 
Creek to assist the miners; also that the 
four miners, who were leaders, 
were at the time being harbored by him. This 
and another rumor that one of the four was 
the murderer of Bush ” Gibbons created wild 
excitement, and soon the streets were filled 
with excited men, many of whom were mem- 
bers of Maj. Carpenter’s Command and were 
heavily armed. . 

„Jim“ Harris, candidate for Controller, was 
at the head of the running crowd with a gun. 
They caught Goodwin and at once escorted him 
to the city hall, where Sheriff Holloway had 
to make a speech in order to quell the excite- 
ment. Then the crowd turned toward Good- 
win’s hotel and restaurant. The two places 
were hurriedly searched by the mob without 
revealing anything, and after another speech 
by. the Sheriff, in which he ordered them to 
return their arms to the court-house, the mob 
dispersed. . 

eorge Irish, the well-known leader of the 
miners and labor agitator, was arrested in 
this city today. He has been hiding for some 
time, but was seen getting intoa hack this 
morning by Sheriff Holloway. The Sheriff 
immediately wired Gen. Carnes if he had suf- 
ficient evidence to arrest Irish, and as soon as 
an affirmative reply was received two deputies 
were sent after him and they brought 
him in. He was taken to Coal Creek 
tonight. Irish was one of a committee of 
“miners who advised Yardmaster Stone at 
Coal Creek last Wednesday morning not to 
provide transportation for soldiers ready to 
move from Camp Anderson to the relief of 
troo at Oliver Springs. Irish said he had 
left Coal Creek in order to avoid taking part in 
the war, and saw no reason why he should be 
arrested. ; 

The fact is that Irish was sent to Knoxville 
to buy provisions, supposed to be dyna- 
mite. Warrants are out for the arrest of As- 
sistant Labor Commissioner Aleman on the 
charge of being in collusion with the miners 
and inciting a riot. He will be arrested on 
sight. Commissioner of Labor Ford wired to 
Gen. F. C. Williams this morning, asking him 
to come to his rescue. He went out and was 
released on $10,000 bond, both returning 
tonight to this city. 


WILL SMOKE OUT THE MINERS. 


Campaign in Tennessee Mountains Pro- 
‘gressing Quietly. 

Coat Creex, Tenn., Aug. 22.—There have 
been twenty-five or thirty new prisoners 
brought in to-day. Habeas corpus proceedings 
have been instituted to release a great many 
of the prisoners, and Gen. Carnes has taken 
steps to procure warrants for the men and 
have them indicted before a civil court. La- 
bor Commissioner Ford is still under arrest, 
and positive evidence has been obtained that 
he not only aided and abetted the miners 
before the trouble, but it is strongly 
suspectsd that he had been acting 
asaspy up to the time of his arrest. Prep- 
arations are being made for scouting parties 
to go out and smoke out the abandoned mines 
in order to run out miners who are sus 
of being in hiding in them. The special train 
did not go to Jellico this morning, as intended 
last night. : 

Gen. Carnes said today: These men, 
meaning the prisoners; are just beginning to

THE BAD DEMOCRATIC COUNTY TICKET. 

That the Democratic ticket nominated by 
the Democratic convention in Battery “ D 
Saturday night and Sunday morning, taken 
as a whole, is a bad one the Democrats them- 
selves freely admit. It is more than that—it 
isa dangerous one—dangerous to the com- 
munity and to the public good. The mob 
misnamed a convention was dominated by 
representatives of the worst element in the 
city. The bosses of the gamblers were con- 
spicuous in the convention. The boodle ele- 
ment of the Council was largely represented. 
The doggery keepers controlled the gathering. 
A Democrat is quoted in one of the organs of 
the party as saying: 

Saleonkeepers predominated in the convention 
Saturday. Out of twenty-four delegates from 
the Nineteenth Ward no less than eighteen were 
keepers of grog shops. Altogether in the conven- 
tion there were 220 saloonkeepers. No wonder 
things turned out as they did. Any other result 
would have been surprising. 

All the nominees for county offices are 
creatures of the gang. They ald hold offices 
now by favor of the boodle gang. There is 
hardly one of the lot who is fitted by educa- 
tion, training, character, or experience for 
the oftice to which he aspires. 

The candidate for State’s-Attorney, the most 
important office in the county, is a mere boy, 
easily manipulated by the dangerous classes 
to whom he owes his present political promi- 
nence. He probably never tried a case even 
of second rute importance in court @uring his 
five years’ practice. He performs the duties 
of his present office by proxy. He was put 
forward ostensibly as the representative of 
the German element. He does not owe his 
nomination to that element, but to another 
the Celtic—less careful in the selection of pub- 
lic officers. Mr. Chase’s nomination for Re- 
corder was bulldozed through the convention 
by the hangers-on of the North Town Assess-

PUBLIC RIGHTS IN A FREE COUNTRY. 

The Boston Herald (Dem.) has some plain 
talk for the labor unions. It notifies them, 
first, that they cannot succeed in strikes of 
violence in the absence of the support of pub- 
lie opinion, and that with this support they 
need not resort to lawless violence, but 
that without the support of public opinion 
victory is impossible. Second, they have to 
learn that public opinion in the United States 
will never countenance the invasion of per- 
sonal liberty. The Heraid says on this point: 

With us each individual who has not by bis 
crimes against society brought about his imprison- 
ment is a freeman, and as such is not only entitled 
to the protecnon of the laws, but also has the 
right. so long as he breaks no legal statute or 
ordinance, to employ his time and energies in 
such manner and under such conilitions as he may 
see fit. Of the 18,000,000 or 20,000,000 of workers in 
the United States properly not 1,000,000 are defi- 
nitely affiliated with labor organizations, and even 
if nine out of ten of our citizens were so affiliated 
they would have no right to lawlessiy impose 
their will upon the tenth man. 


These men who resign and vacate their jobs 
and yet pursue the dog in the manger con- 
duct and will neither work themselves nur let 
those work who are satisfied with the pay of- 
fered are invading. personal rights which are 
guaranteed by every free country. 

The question then arises whether a country 
where the people are not protected in their 
right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of em- 
ployment is a free country. 

The time is rapidly coming when this ques- 
tion must de met and settled for good, or we 
shall drift into a condition of anarchy. That 
lawless interference has been permitted to 
continue so long is not due to the workingmen 
or their employers, but largely to the labor 
bosses and walking delegates on the one hand 
and demagogue officeseekers on the other, who, 
through fear of alienating some votes in a 
given locality, allow these outrages to be com- 
mitted at the instance of graud worthy mas- 
ters and walking delegates. It is due to the 
officeseeking appetite of party managers, who 
are actuated by no other desire than that of 
getting place and pelf, that the personal lib- 
erty of workingmen is assailed and their 
right to accept vacated positions and earn a 
subsistence is lawlessly prevented and their 
inalienable right to seek and obtain employ- 
ment is interfered with. 

And it is high time also that the rights of 
the community in the safe and regular run- 
ning of railway trains were respected and pro- 
tected, and the destruction ot their freight and 
property was prevented by strikers who have 
abandoned their jobs. The leaders of each po- 
litical party have been cowardly in this matter, 
but it is now time for this whole wretched 
business to stop. If one party does not end 
it the other will, and the sober, reflecting mass 
of the community wiil indorse it in any steps 
it may take towards that desirable consummaz-

Where the au- 
thority of the Federal Government ceases in 
jurisdiction the duty falls on the States ; hence 
in case of strikes of a local character and 
where citizens of other States are not affected 
the Legislature of the State where the trouble 
oecurs must. protect its own people by the 
same intervention and penalties which the 
general government may apply for the pro- 
tection of the general public, 


SILVER PROBLEM IN INDIA. 
Recent advices from India indicate that 
there is a rapidly growing sentiment in that 
country in favor of adopting the gold stand- 
ard of values. The people are tired of the 
continued depreciation in the buying power 
of the silver money they handle, and nau of 


them incline to the belief the evil can only | 


be met by advaneing to the gold basis. In 
that country there-is no bucking of gold, as ir 
this country, to sustain the silver coin at any- 
thing above its bullion value, and the conse- 
quence is a loss that is felt by every holder of 
silver money who essays to employ itin the 
purchase of other things he wishes to consume 
or use. He finds by sad experience that its 
value has depreciated about one-third in the 
last eighteen years. 

The extent of this loas cannot be appreciat- 
ed by one who supposes it may be measured 
by comparison with conditions heré or in Eu- 
rope. India has long stood in the attitude of 
a mighty maelstrom, swallowmg up the sur- 
plus silver of the world. It has not only used 
that metal for money, subdividing it down 
into little coins now worth but a cent each, as 
well as making it intolarger ones of the rupee 
size, but its vast population have hoarded the 
silver as the most valuable form of indestruct- 
ible, concentrated wealth. They have had 
their accumulations of Goin meited down into 
ornaments which form family heirlooms to 
be added to by succeeding generations, and 
untold millions of the treasure in this form 
are buried in the earth for safety, while others 
are kept above ground to be seen and ad- 
mired, So it is not only the money 
actually in circulation, but the vast accumula- 
tions of centuries in the shape of unused re- 
serves that has depreciated in value. 
And it is the same with human nature in 
India as in other countries. The natives may 
have been slow, to learn the lesson, and rated 
their coin and ornaments at par for years 


_after the nations of the north temperate zone 


had begun to discount it hedvily. But they 
have found out the truth at last and the reac- 
tion is all the greater. They now know that 
their ornaments and hoarded coin are of no 
more value per ounce than the depreciated 
money that is iu circulation, and instead of 
adding to the unused stocks they are tempted 
to sell them for something which the experi- 
ence of other nations shows does not depre- 
ciate in value by keeping. Hence they have 
ceased to absorb and there is danger they will 
turn round as free sellers of silver, thus add- 
ing enormously to the world’s commercial 
supply instead of diminishing it as heretofore. 

The consequence of sucha change of atti- 
tude on their part could not but bea further 
reduction in the seiling price of the metal and 
its purchasing power as coin. That would in- 
crease the difficulty of the silver men and re- 
move stiil further away the now dim prospect 
that silver can ever be restored to the old time 
parity with gold. For that augment in the 
supply could hardly be expected to-stimulate a 
corresponding widening of the demand. On the 
contrary, it would cause greater conservatism 
on the part of buyers tilt they thought 
they saw reason to think the pressure to sell 
had nearly reached its maximum, that being 
the rule with respect to all other things that 
are bought and sold on the market. 

It need not, however, be thought that India 
can adopt a gold currency, using that word in 
its proper sense. It could not displace silver 
by gold in the hands of the people. But it can 
adcpt gold as the standard of values and rate 
the silver in theory at its actual worth in gold, 
as is now done by its merchants in their ex- 
ports and imports if not by the populace. 
And we shall have to do that as well as they. 
The sooner both face the music the better. 
We should begin by treating silver on its bull- 
ion merits in payments out of the National 
Treasury, the same as the Treasury now does 
with purchases into it, We ought to give a 
doliar’s worth of silver for a doHar as well 
as insist on receiving it. Possibly the 
result of the pending international con- 
ference will be an agreement to rate 
silver at something above its 
commercial value, the difference being esti- 
mated as justified by the *‘ enlarged use of sil- 
ver which is proposed as the chief object to 
be attained through that conference. Whether 
so or not the people of the United States must 
be willing to rate the metal at its real value as 
determined by the consensus of opinion in the 
political or commercial world, and the latter 
will rule if the two be far apart. It will be im- 
possible for us to be so foolish as to attempt 
to establish for ourselves an extremely arti- 
ficial valve for silver when the less intelligent 
people of India show themselves wise enough 
to give the thing up and adopt a real, sensi- 
ble, stable basis of ‘monetary value.

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MUTILATING THE FREE TRADE PLANK. 

Tae Trisune is surprised to notice that 
Mr. Henry Watterson prints in a mutilated 
form the most important plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform, omittmg the longest and 
strongest word.

his fight, he should not make the most of his 
victory and bring out in bold relief the fact 
that the Democratic party now believes it 1s 
unconstitutional to levy duties, no matter how 
small or large, on foreign products which 
compete with articles made ih the United 
States. Mr. Watterson certainly will be 
obliged to Taz Tuisunez for calling his atten- 
tion to the singular omission of this important 
word from the Democratic platform as print- 
ed at the head of his editorial columns.

A SOUTH CAROLINA WORLD'S FAIR Ex- 
HIBIT 


The Charleston (S. C.) News and Courier 
suggests the following exhibit for the World's 


Fair in Chicago next summer: 

In lieu of a more varied exhibit at the Chicago 
Fair, and by way of partial explanation of the 
failure to make a better one, how would it do for 
the ex-Confederate States to have two pyramids 
erected side by side at some conspicuous point on 
the Fair grounds? One of these pyramids we 
suggest should represent by its bulk the vast 
amount of money that the South has paid to 
the North since the war on acconnt of the war 
debt (principal and interest), pensions, bounties, 
and protective tariff taxes—including those paid 
in form of higher prices for home manufactures 
and labor—while the other should indicate the 


total amount which the Southern States have re- 


ceived in the same period from the national 
Treasury. 


Assuming that two such ex-rebel pyramids 
could be set up in Jackson Park for the pur- 
poses set forth by this South Carolina news- 
paper, Tun Txrsunz in that case would sug- 
gest that. there should be another pyramid 
placed side by side with the other two. One 
would be amply sufficient. The third pyra- 
mid would show the enormous sum which 
the North has had to pay for the expense of 
putting down the Southern attempt to destroy 
the Union—not less than three billion of dol- 
lars, nearly all of which has now been paid, 
and three-fourths of it by the Northern States 
upon whom the war was forced by the slave- 


holders of the South. The pyramid would a 


also show the sacrifice of 300,000 lives of fine, 
brave Northern soldiers, two-thirds of them 
Republicans and one-third Douglas Demo- 
crats, killed or died of wounds and Southern 
fevers in their patriotic efforts to save the 
Union. It would also show that much 
of what the South has paid has been in the 
shape of the tax on whisky drank in that 
section. As to pensions which are paid to 
the men who fought to preserve the Union 


from dismemberment it would show that 


three-fourths of the money paid to them 
comes out of States which were loyal. If 
taxes have been high it would show that it is 
because of the same Southern rebellion, and 
that three-fourths of those taxes are paid by 
these same loyal States. 

This is what the third pyramid would ex- 
hibit.) These facts would be inscribed upon 
its base. The Southern Democrats who came 
to the Fair would read them and ask thern- 
selves if their rebellion paid. Northern Dem- 
ocrats would read them and then turn to the 
other two pyramids and ask themselves 
whether those who subscribed to the senti- 
rents on them were tit for their political as- 
sociation. |

If he has capital enough 
to start out in the humblest way as an 
employer, or self-employer, he need not work 
for any man for hated wages. But labor with- 
out capital produces little, and the worker has 


no more right to seize upon other people's 


capital which does not belong to him than the 
capitaliet has to take the worker by the collar 
and compel him to toil whether he will or no. 
It is difficult to see how the agitators can 
solve the vexed wage problem by meeting and 
** resoluting about it. Much better put in 
the time at work on the best terms offered; 
save a portion of the wages received for it, 
keep out of the dramshops, and go on saving 
till they have accumulated enough capital to 
start as employers or self-employers. That 
is what most of the men who now employ 
large gangs of men did, and itis the only 
goiden road to success in living without the 
receipt of wages as payment for daily toil. 
First of all, keep out of the whiskyshops and 
save all the wages earned that is possible; the 
rest will come in due time.

LEADERS TO CONFER TODAY, 


—Others Must Assist. 1 

Burvato, N. I., Aug. 22.— Special.] — 
Grand Master Sweeney of the striking switch- 
men has succeeded in making another strong 
move in the determined struggle he is now 
conducting between organized railroad labor 
on the one hand and consolidated railroad 
capital on the other, This morning Grand 
Mester Frank P. Sargent of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen arrived in this city, 
and Grand Master P. M. Arthur of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, S. E. Wil. 
kins of the Trainmen’s Association, and 
Thurston of the Order of Railroad Telegra- 
phers arenow on their way to attend the 
great conference of the heads of the railroad 
labor organizations of America, which will 
be held in this city some time tomorrow. 
This latest move is the result of a circular 
letter which was sent out to the chief offi- 
cers of all the railroad labor organiza- 
tions by Grand Master Sweeney two 
days ago. In it he closely set forth the 
ease of the striking switchmen and 
made astrong appeal to the other organiza- 
tions for assistance. Now only one thing re- 
mainsfor him to accomplish, to canvince 
these men that the fight which the railroads 
against the switchmen is a menace 
to organised labor as a whole, Ii be is suc- 
cessful in accomplishing this he will involve 
the unions and the railroads in the most deter- 
mined struggle in the history of laboring 
men’s organizations. 

Grand Master Sargent arrived in the city at 
an early hour and went to the apartments 
that Mr. Sweeney had engaged for him at the 
Hotel Broezet. Later he went up to the Hotel 
Genesee to inform Mr. Sweeney of his ar- 
rival. The conference of the two chiefs was 
of short duration and at its close Mr. Sargent 
returned to his own apartments. To a cor- 
respondent for Tun Trisunsz he stated con- 
servatively the exact condition of affairs and 
the position which the locomotive firemen 
occupied on the question now at issue.

Sargent Will Not Call Out Firemen Alone 


I have come to Buffalo in compliance with

STORY OF THE JACKSON ASSAULT, 


All Agree He Was Taking Too Much 
Room When Gen. McGrath Acted. 

Burraro, N. XI., Aug. 22.—[Special, ]—The 
alleged assault of Inspector General McGrath 
upon Private Lucian C, Jackson of Company 
H, Seventy-fourth Regiment, has excited a 
great amount of discussion among offi- 
cers, privates, and civilians today, par- 
ticularly because it will result in the first court 
martial that has been necessitated since the 
troops were called out. Private Jackson is 
now in the guard house at Camp Burt and a 
court martial will sit over his case in the 
morning. The story as it is tuld by the 
soldiers who were on the train is as follows: 
several members of Capt. Wood’s company 
were given permission to go to their homes 
for afew hours, Jackson bemg among the 
number, A Lehigh Valley train was scheduled 
to leave the depot on Scott street for Camp Bush 
at 2:20 and Jackson was a passenger. ‘The car 
he was in was two-thirds full of soldiers, He 
got into a double seat and elevatmg his feet 
on one seat prepared to take things easy. He 
had been sitting there a few minutes when an 
orderly approached from behind, tapped him 
on the shoulder and told him to get up so one 
of the seats could be turned over, : 

"There are lots of other seats, remarked 
Jackson, go and take one of those. 

J tell you to get oust. said the orderly, 
or something will happen.“ 

J shall not do so, replied Jackson. 1 
have as much right here as you have.“ 

At the same time he braced himself in the 
seat, while the orderly attempted to turn it 
over. Then a wiry little man with spectacles 
perched on his nose leaped forward and 
grabbed Jackson by the neck. it was In- 
spector-General McGarth, but Jackson did 
not know it. McGarth threw him 
out of the _ seat, turned it over, 
and sat down himself. Col. Welch was with 
the ins rand placed Jackson under ar- 
rest. When the train arrived at Camp Bush 
Jackson was ordered into his tent and 
told not to go outside the camp. 

The officers, however, claim that it was a 
case of studied insubordination on the part of 
the private; they say Inspector-General Mc- 
Garth was notin uniform, but Col. Welch 
was. When the officers entered the ear, Jack- 
son was occuying four seats, and when Col. 
Welch ordered him to get out, he 
answered with a profane remark, Then 
Gen. McGarth turned the seat over, and in so 
doing threw Jackson on the floor. There was 
no choking in the matter. Col. Fox, Jack- 
son's superior officer, says he will see that the 
man gets justice. He will be tried tomorrow 
by a garrison court martial. The facts of the 
case will all come out. 


COULD NOT SEND AWAY SOLDIERS, 


The County Commissioners at Buffalo Op- 
posed to Their Presence—Action of Police. 
Burraro, N. Y., Aug. 22.—[Special. |—The 
economically inclined Supervisors of Erie 
County, whose minds have been filled with 
dread of the enormous expense account that 
will be created by the preseuce of so many 
troops, have awakened to the realization that 
they have nothing whatever to do with the 
situation. Saturday they called & meeting for 
this morning, ostensibly to order some troops 
away. Yesterday they drove from camp to 
camp to gather data. Before they met this 
morning they received a quiet tip to keep 
their hands off, that Gen, Porter and not they 
had the say as to the disposal or removal of 
the troops. So when they did meet in the 
city-hall they discreetly resolved that as they 
were not in it they would not 
discuss the situation. Sheriff Beck, who 
is feeling decidedly sore at the manner 
in which railroad «fficials received his great 
proposition to deputize such new workmen as 
are worthy of the honor, thinks there are too 
many soldiers here and that the police can 
ard the railroad property inside the city 
Hmits. Mayor Bishop entertains a different 
opinion. He said: My opinion 1s unchanged. 
We fleed the troops, and I think now, as 
thought before, that they should all be re- 
tained, T shall not approve of any action be- 
ing taken towards withdrawing the troops.

The Nickel Plate received all kinds of 
freight except that sent by Buffalo, and the 
Lake Shore, Wabash. and Grand Trunk took 
everything offered. The agents of the fast 
freight lines which pass through Buffalo were 
doing business in the regular way and refus- 
ing no shipments. ä 

At switchmen’s headquarters there were 
mahy delegations of switchmen and train- 
men’s unions, They were anxivus to see the 
strike spread to Chicago, Grand Secretary 
Simsrott said: We are satisfied with the 
outlook. Our boys are behaving well. Many 
of the telegraphic reports from Buffalo are 
gross exaggerations. Our boys are not An- 
archists, but conservatwe trades unionists. 
We are willing to abide the issue and stand 
for trial at the bar of public opinion. Our 
boys here want to go out, but they must await 
the word of Grand Master Sweeney.“ 

C. Jordan, who is at the Windsor Hotel 
hiring switchmen to take the place of strikers 
at Buffalo, said there was no change in the 
situation as far as he knew. I have sent 100 
men to the East today.“ he said. and there 
are plenty of men anxious to go to work. 
Hundreds have applied here for work, but 
many of them are incompetent and men of 
bad character.

AND HIS CONSTITUENTS PREPARE

Loxpox, Aug. 22.—Henry Labouchere, who 
is smarting under the slight of being omitted 
from Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet, has addressed 
a letter to the president of his election com- 
mittee, in which he confirms the statement 
that the Queen herself dictated his exclusion 
from the government. Sticklers for prec- 
edent and formality are complaining of 
the freedom with which the Queen’s name is 
bandied about in the diseussion over the La- 
bouchere incident. They hold that neither 
Mr. Gladstone nor Labouchere had any right 


to refer to the action of her Majesty in such a against Buschoff’s 


matter. Mr. Gladstone, they declare, as the 
hold of the Queen's Government. and the re- 
pository of her confidence, is especially der- 
elict in committing a breach of etiquette by 
making public his Sovereign’s private opin- 
ions on such a subject. 

The citizens of Northampton are beginning 
to show resentment at what they consider a 
slight to their cityin the turning down of 
Labouchere, their representative in Parlia- 
ment. Northampton is a big and growing 
town and is yearly taking a more important 


part in the doings of the king‘lom. The feel- | 


ing that Labouchere has been insulted by 
the Queen because he is a faithful 
advocate of democratic principles is 
quite general among the Northampton- 
ites, where radicalism is rampant. A petition 
is being circulated requesting the Mayor to 
call a mass-meeting at which an expression of 
the people’s feeling on the subject can be 
made. This document is being numerously 
signed and a large and interesting meeting is 
assured. The various political sucieties whose 
principles are harmonious with those of La- 
bouchere are ulso arranging for similar meet- 
ings. 0 

Labouchere professes to deprecate these 
movements and declares that he did not want 
office and prefers to be a free lance in Parlia- 
ment; but there is every evidence that he is se- 
cretly rejoicing over the ferment his rejection 
has aroused, The Tory newspapers are reveling 
in sarcastic comments on the situation. The 
St. James’ Gazette suggests that Mr, Gladstone 
did not urge the Queen to accept Labouchere 
because he preferred Labby's opposition 
outside the cabinet to his assistance within. 
The paper adds that it must be the bitterest 
reflection for such a vain man as Labouchere, 
and one who considers himself wonderfully 
cunning, that he has been overreached by an 
octogenarian politician whom he despises, and 
is being laughed at by the peopie whom he 
would fain have regard him as a power in the 
political world. 

Labouchere is not the only disappointed 
ofticeseéker who threatens to make trouble for 
the Gladstonian government, He has a rival 
in the person of Sir Edward Reed, who is 
prancing about London breathing out fire 
and slaughter because he has not been offered 
the First Lordship of the Admiralty. Reed 
was formerly Chief Constructor of the Navy, 
He has always conceived himself to have been 
born with a title to the headship of the 
admiralty, and he claims that when, in 1886, 
he accepted the post of Junior Lord he was 
distinctly promised promotion by Mr. Glad- 
stone at the first opportunity. 

He was so sure of the First Lordship this 
time that he notified his election committee at 
Cardiff to arrange for his reélection on ac- 
cepting office. Greatly to his disgust he was 
offered only his former post of Chief Con- 
structor, Reed has always been a strong ad- 
vocate of a strong navy. He affects te be- 
lieve that his exclusion from the Cabinet indi- 
cates a Chenes pera. Ee on the part of 
the government, and is priming himself to 
oppose such a program tooth and nail and to 
expose so far as he can in the House the 
weaknesses which he alleges exist and call for 
remedy. 

Here and there another sorehead appears tu 
criticise Mr. Gladstone’s government, but 
these two are the most important malcon- 
tents, and their defection from the ranks ot 
the Premier’s partisans will bardly threaten 
the success of his administration, though it 
may cause him some bad quarters of an hour 
in debate. 

An authority who is thoroughly familiar 
with everything that goes on at court asserted 
apropos of the many reports in circulation re- 
garding Mr. Gladstone’s visit to the Queen at 
Osborne House when he accepted office, that 
there was nothing to show that the Liberal 
leader was not thoroughly persona grata to 
the Queen and the other members of the 
royal family present at Usborne House. 
Qn the evening of the day of his 
visit Mr. Gladstone sat for two 
hoars in conversation on the terrace with the 
Prince of Wales. His interview with her 
Majesty was especially cordial and the Queen 
in no wey showed the dislike for him. which is 
commonly attributed to hei. When Mr. 
Gladstone rejoined the ladies in the drawing- 
room he was in high spirits and was tke life 
of the conversation that ensued. 

The Queen has elevated to the peerage Sir 
Lyon Piayfair and Mr. Cyril Flower, member 
of the House of Commons for the Louth 
division of Bedfordshire. Sir Lyon Playfair 
and his wife will sail for the United States 
Wednesday next.

GERMAN EDITORS TO BE PROSECUTED | 


Articles Bearing on the Buschoff Case the | 


Pretext for Suing Socialists, 
(SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Berry, Aug. 22.-—As I informed you some 

days ago the celebrated Buschoff case, which 

been made the pretext of so many battles 

the Semites and the anti-Semites, is 

to have an epilogue. The man who was ac- 

cused of having slaughtered little Johann 

Hegen has been avquitted. So far as he him- 

self 1s concerned we have not yet reached the 

end of the Cleves case. The whole matter 

will shortly be revived in at least one and 
probably in several German courts. 

The publishers and writers of the injurious 
comments on the conduct of the witnesses, 
counsel, and court at Cleves, which have been 
printed, are to be tried for libel. They will 
be called upon to prove the alleged corrupt. 
ness of the experts who helped acquit Bus. 
choff ; to demonstrate the charges of dishon. 
esty advanced against the megistrates con- 
cerned, and to sustain. the grave im- 
peachment of the Jews as Jews, 
continued in countless heated articles 
and pamphiets. The Catholic press and 
chiefly Germania has repeatedly protested 
sche uittal as a gross mis- 
conriage of justice, H less sweeping have 
been denunciations of Christian Socialiat 
— but the first and most interesting trial 
will be that of Herr Heinrich Oberwinder, 
former Austrian editor of Volk and publisher 
of the 1 entitled Der Fall Buschoff.’’ 

On this issue will no doubt depend the out- 
come of some of the other cases. The close 
connection which was 1 to exist be- 
tween Oberwinder and Stocker has led to 
him being regarded as an anti-Semeti¢ bigot. 
Although he, however, has joined hands with 
the foes of Israel in this Cleves matter he was 
really a State Socialist for years, aince before 
Herr Stöcker and the present anti-Semites 
were much talked uf\he was one of the most 
zealous disciples of Nederiek LaSalle. With 
the support of thousands Oberwinder formed 
the new and well-drilled Israels, with a pro- 
gram ofits own. Reform of the Austrian 
electoral system and State recognition and ia- 
dependence of labor Gnions were among the 
chief points in this program, and in 1868 Herr 
Oberwinder felt strong enough to makea 
public demand for the abandonment of cer- 
tain government measures hostile to the nat- 
ural development ot Germany. 

Soon after the great workingmen’s demon- 


stration, December, 1869, when 4,000 working 


men marched in procession to the Reichsrath 
House to protest against the restriction of the 
rights of public meeting, Oberwinder was 
singled out as the soul and intellectual creator 
of the Austrian Socialist inovement, prosecuted 
and sentenced. Though the sentence was 
eventually quashed by the Court of Cassation 
it did much to add to the popularity of the 
agitation later. But to pass on to Ober- 
winder’s strange career which has been some- 
what chequered. 

He became entangled in all sorts of quarrels 
caused by party rivalries between the German 
and Austrian Radicals, and was obliged to go 
to Paris, where he earned a somewhat pre- 
carious living for some years and was de- 
nounced to Boulanger by an Anarchist agent 
provocateur as a creature of Bismarck’s since 
1888. When he settled in Germany Herr Ober- 
winder held gatheri but it is net generally 
known that Oberwinder was the author of the 
manifesto to the workingmen of Germany 
which attracted so much attention here two 
years ago and which waa by most people sup- 

ed to have been written by Henzpeter. 
his document was issued anonymously and 
had such an official look that it deceived even 
Henzpeter himself, who had been commus- 
sioned to prepare a similar circular with the 
Minister of the Interior, who was very much 
incensed at finding, as he fancied, that he had 
been set aside by the Emperor. 

The editor of Volk is not much liked by the 
thorough-going anti-Semites, and he is com- 
bated by the Social Democrats. How he will 
fare when he is tried for the alleged libels in 
the Buschoff pamphlet I cannot tell. but that 
he will maye things very warm for his oppo- 
nents is certain. MELTZER. 


HUNDREDS OF SOLDIERS SUNSTRUCK, 


Ferced to Maneuver in Heavy Marching 
Order at Carniola Amid Intense Heat. 
Vienna, Aug. 22.—The action of the Emperor 

in postponing the proposed maueuvers was 

due tothe reports that have been received 
from Carniola, where maneuvers have been 
held notwithstanding the extremely hot 
weather. The soldiers were in heavy march- 
ing order, and were compelled to take the field 


in the broiling sun and march and counter- 


march, charge and recharge with all their 
accoutrements, The result was that 200 of 
them were sunstruck. These were all placed 
in the care of the physicians in charge of the 
field hospital and it speaks well for their 
service that only eleven men out of 
the 200 died, But there is a feel 
ing of indignation that the, military 
authorities should have forced the men 
to maneuver in such weather, the general 
civilian opinion bemg that. the operations 
could easily have been tponed until cooler 
weather set in without in any way impairing 
the service. When the Emperor learned of 
the fatalities attending the maneuvers in 
Carniola he at once countermanded the orders 
for the other maneuvers. 

.. Venice, Aug. 22,—The whole of Northern 
Italy is suffering from a protracted period of 
unusual heat, the maximum K of the 
thermometer ranging above 90°, with unusual. 
ly high minimums, There is no prospect of a 
change yet. Mauy sunstrokes have occur 
among the troops, but, owing to exzellent 
precautions, the cases are rarely fatal.

Filthy and Penniless Jews Passing Through 
France Cause Alarm,

arrived in France. The paper describes these 
people as disgustingly filthy and without 
money, dwells upon the danger of the out- 
break of an epidemic from this source, and de- 
mands that precautionary measures be taken.

It is not known exactly how 
many persons have died from cholera it 
first made its ps penny here a short time 
ago, but its fatal effect can be imagined when 
it is stated that 800 persons died yesterday. 


AFGHAN TROOPS AGAIN DEFEATED. 


Tribesmen Not Willing to Fight the Ha- 
zaras—The Ameer’s Levies Unsuccessful, 
Smrna, Aug. 22.—Advices from Afghanistan 

show that another engagement has occurred 

between the revolting Hazara tribesmen and 

a force of Afghan troops under command of 

the Governor of Candahar. The Ameer’s army 

was defeated, and it is said they are now in a 

critical position and suffering from a scarcity 

of food.

SPENT MONEY TO DEFEAT LEGISLATION. 


Chief Accountant Walker Tells Where Iron 
Hall Funds Went. 


Twpranapouis, Ind., Aug. 22.—[ Special.] — 
In continuing his testimony today Supreme 
Accountant Walker of the Order of Iron Hall 
exhibited his stub book showing that Chief 
Justice Somerby drew $9,264.94 between Feb- 
ruary and June, 1891, for legal expenses in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Nebraska, and Delaware 
the so-called legal expenses being the alleged 
defeat of legislation against the Irou 
all.

Funeral of Capt. D. P. Dobbins. 
. Burrato, N. I., Aug. 22.—The funeral of 
Capt. David Porter Dobbins, the father of the 
life-saving service on the lakes, was held here 
this afternoon. Capt. Dobpins, although 75 
years. of age, was remarkably weil preserved 
up to the time pneumovia seized him a fort- 
night ago, and had given full attention to his 
ition as Superintendent of the Ninth Life- 
aving District, which comprises Lake Erie, 
Lake Ontario, and the Ohiv River to Louis- 
ville. He had held that position since its cre- 
ation in 1875, and under his direction. the 
service was established and built up until it 
had obtained its present efficiency. Capt. 
Dobbins’ best title will be the inventor of the 
Dobbins life-boat, now so generally in use in 
the life-savmg service of the United States. 
He was also the inventor of many minor ap- 
liances for the service. He was born at 
rie, Pa., Oct. 29, 1817. Hesailed the lakes 
for many years and then became & vessel own- 
er. In 1875 he secured second prize of $10,000 
for the best steam canal boat. He subse- 
quently lost this money and much more in 
operating a line of his boats on the canal, and 
then entered the life-saving service, where he 
had remained ever since.

He argues 
that Moro was a painter of great fame; that he 
attached the name of Columbus to his pict- 
ure and mounted the portrait in a costly an 
symnbolic frame. Mr. Gunther declares his is 
the only portrait of the discoverer which por- 
trays him as a navigator and depicts in his 
features the type of character which would 
accompany such a hazardous vocation. _

- PLANS OF A WOMAN’S CONGRESS. 


May Wright Sewall of Indiana Issues an 
Address on the Subject. 

Chicago promises next year to be the Mecca 
of women throughout the world who take an 
advanced position in regard to their sex. 

May Wright Sewall of Indiana has just is- 
sued an address on behalf of the World's Con- 
gress Auxiliary, explaining fully what the big 
Woman’s Congress is to be for. She says it is 
not forthe purpose of advocating any one 
cause or of promoting any one doctrine or ad- 
vancing one propaganda, but for bringing to- 
gether the representatives of all worthy organ- 
izations of women, whatever their nationality 
or their specific object. She then reviews the 
action of the National Woman’s Suffrage Asso- 
ciation in June of 1887, when it issued a call to 
the women of the world, stating that on March 
25, 1888, an International Council of Women 
would be convened in Washington, D. C., to 
celebrate the fortieth anniversary of “ the 
first organized demand for equal educatisnal, 
industrial, professional, and litical rights 
for women, which was made in a convention 
held at Seneca Falls in the year 1848.“ The 
International Council convened in Washing- 
ton on the appointed day, May Wright Sewa 
says, and she reviews its work in her address. 


Regarding the proposed congress she says: 


Women in all parts of the world, interested in 
any department of intellectual activity, in phil- 
anthropy or reform, are solicited to correspond 
with the Chairman of the local committee or with 

Secretary of the International Council of 
Women and freely suggest topics for discussion 
in this congress, the names of women who should 
be invited to present papers or to participate in 
the discussions of the congress, and also the 
names of women who should be included in either 
of the two advisory councils. _ 

Every living question pertaining to the educa- 
tion or the employment of women may be dis- 
cussed in this congress. In its sessions the wom- 
an's view upon every issue affec humanity— 
upon the Home, the Church, the State, and her 
own function in these institutions may be pre- 
sen 


Stony Island Avenue’s Improvement. 

The Department of Public Works and the 
World’s Fair management are in a dilemma 
over the improvement of Stony Island avenue, 
near the Exposition grounds, between Fiftieth 
and Fifty-third streets. An ordinance was 
passed several weeks ago for the 2 of the 
street with macadam, but the World’s Fair 
people objected.

THREE MEN CAUGHT BY A CAVE-IN. 


Fatal Accident in the Sewer Now Being 
Constructed at Waukegan. 

There was great excitement in Waukegan 
at noon yesterday over an accident that oc- 
cured in the sewer work, resulting in the 
death of one man, Phelix Fondeblin, and the 
injury of two others. All three were caug 
by a cave-in, and were thought to be dead fo 
sometime. The accident occurred on Water 
street, near the lake, where the big brick sewer 
is Being laid by Contractor Mellen. The soil 
is sandy, and the excavation thirceen feet 
deep, has to be timbered and propped. 

At 11:30 o’clock, while men were digging 
away at the bottom of the trench, the brick- 
layers moved a rock, which started a cave-in. 
The braces, which are said to have been few 
and frail, gave way and tons of sand poured 
in on both sides for a distance of fifteen feet. 
Most of the men succeeded in.escaping, but 
three went down. Atonce the alarm was 
given and a great crowd gathered. Men 
ly to rescue those buried, but 
it was hard work, as the treacherous 
caved in often. New plank had to be put all 
along the sides and propped. 

The first man taken out, name unknown, 
was head first in the sand and nearly suffo- 
cated, but recovered after a few hours. After 
an hour’s work Fondeblin’s body was found. 
He had tumbled in with the sand and been 
suffocated. Henry Logan was still missing, 
and after two hours and a half of digging he 
was removed from the bottom of the sewer. 
Heavy timbers had protected him and he was 
still alive. Tonight it was reported that he 
was nat even seriously injured, but only badly 
bruised. The contractors are blamed for not 
bracing the sides stronger.

3 EASTERN TRUNK LINES ALARMED. 


Canadian Pacific Believed to Be Seeking a 
New York Outlet. 

New Yorx, Aug. 22.—The prospect of hav- 

ng the Canadian Pacific railway as a direct 


competitor for transcontinental business is 
one which is now exciting many of the big 
trunk lines coming to this port. The prob. 
lem, moreover, is fraught with international 
elements that raise it above ordinary railway 


quarrels and introduce political questions of 
importance, while many of the conditions of 
the foreign company are such as to put the 
American linés at a disadvantage. 

It is believed that the new tunnel new being 
dug under the Palisades is ultimately to be 
the terminus of the Canadian Pacific, which 
will find an entry into New York City by a 
new ferry line across the river. The company 
build the tunnel through the Palisades 
maintains the greatest mystery about its 
work and aims. It is an obscure concern and 
the whole 5 0 of the proposed line is 
only three miles. One mile of this will be 
tunnel; and the work, it is believed, cannot be 
done for less than $2,000,000. 

None of the persons wnosè names appear 
upon the articles of incorporation filed a few 
months ago have this much money or are in 
any way identified with railroad undertakings. 
Several of them are mere dummies, who have 
no idea asto who is putting up the money 
or carrying on the work as part of a great 
system. 

The managers of the American trunk lines 
whose interests are threatened have, how- 
ever, a closer knowledge of the work in hand 
and do not hesitate to say among themselves 
that it is for the Canadian Pacific. Arrange- 
ments, it is believed, are also being made to 
acquire or construct railroad connections 
three miles west of the Palisades, where the 
tunnel company’s traffic comes to an end. 
The tunnel is being built opposite West Nine- 
ty-sixth street. work is now being pr os- 
ecuted from both ends through the mile of 
solid rock. 


Rulings by the Commissioners, 

The Commissioners of the Western Traffic 
Association, through Chairman Walker, have 
promulgated several decisions regarding 
freight rates in cases appealed from the action 
of auxiliary associations. In the matter of a 
proposition for the authorization of a rate of 
four cents per 100 pounds on vitrified brick. 
carloads, minimum weight 30,000 pounds, 
Topeka to Kansas City, the Commitsioners 
authorize that rate, no objections having been 
made to its establishment. Regarding a prop- 
osition to apply rate of $2 per ton from Col- 
orado to Missouri River on pig lead, copper 
matte. copper residue, and copper ingot, the 
Comm issioners find as follows: 

No objection having been made to the propo- 
sition which contemplates the establishment of 
the same rate upon the product of copper smelt- 
ers that is now iu effect upon the product of lead 
smelters, the same is accordingly authorized. 

A proposition for the establishment of a 
rate on local oil east-bourd from Pacitic 
coast terminals having been heard by the 
Commissioners and no objection being made 
they authorize the following rates from Pa- 
cific coast terminals: To Missouri River 
points, L. C. L., $1.35; C. L., 99 cents;

York, L. C. L., $1.70; C. L., $1.20. 


Want to Raise Provision Rates. 

The Chicago committee of the Central Traf- 
fic Association held a meeting yesterday to 
consider a proposition to restore rates on pro- 
visions to the thirty-cent basis. The Lake 
Shore, five months ago, reduced the rate to 
the twenty-five-cent basis and it was met by 
the other roads. The proposition to advance 
the rate 1s made because the lake and rail 
lines have agreed toadvance provision rates 
to the twenty-five-cent basis. Sixth class rates 
td the twenty-cent basis, and grain and its 
products tothe seventeen and one-half-cent 
basis. All the roads voted in favor of the 
proposition, except the Lake Shore, the repre- 
sentative of which desired to obtain authority 
from his superior officers before voting for 
the advance.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


How Naval Experts Expect to Determine 
the Speed of Vessels. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 22.—In connec 
tion with Naval Constructor Taylor’s lectures 
on speed trials at the Naval War College 
there will be four trials of vessels over the 
measured mile course. The vessels tried will 
be the Philadelphia, the Concord, the Vesu- 
vius, and the Cushing. Vessels of entirely 
different types are taken so as to secure the 
greatest variety of data. The trials will be 
conducted with the greatest care, as the speed 
curves obtained will be utilized in the design- 
ing of future ships. In connection with the 
trials a revolution recorder inven by ex- 
Assistant Eugineer Weaver will be used for 
getting an accurate record of the revolutions 
a mile an hour, and it is believed a curve can 
be laid down for each vessel fron the results 
obtained that will enable its speed to be ac- 
curately estimated thereafter by simply ascer- 
taining the number of revolutions its engines 
are making.

PATHY WITH LAWLESSNESS, 


The Railroads Mast Be Allowed to Carry 
Passengers and Freight—How Society 
Defends Itself—Where Fresh Supplies of 
Labor Come From—Smypathetic Strikes 
in the Alleged Interest of Labor for the 
Purpose of Bringing About a General 

. Conflict. 

Burrato, N. X., Aug. 22.—Grand Master

Philadelphia Telegraph (Ind.): At the 


present writing the indications are that 
within the next twenty-four hours the 
railway strike in New York will be seriously 
extended. This will be in consequence of the 
action of the locomotive firemen, who seem 
to be of one mistaken mind with regard to 
the matter. It ia stated that last night's 
meetings were unanimous in the conclusion 
that the firemen should quit their engines. 
If this course is pursued the engineers, of 
course, will be unable to work until new help 
16 provided; the situation will be more com- 
plicated than ever, increased loss to the rail- 
waz s, shippers, and workmen will occur. Why 
do the firemen propose to quit? It 1s not 
stated ‘that these men have any direct griev- 
ance of their own, either in the matter of 
wages or hours of labor. It is not. understood 
that there is any difficulty between them and 
their employers at this time. There has been 
no demand made that was refused. It is to 
be simply*a sympathetic strike, one in the al- 
leged interest of organized labor, with the 
manifest intention of embarrassing the com- 
panies as much as possible and of assisting to 
bring about a general conflict between the 
railways and all of their organized em- 
ployés. 

There is only one way to account for this 
unwise proposition, and that is the demoraliz- 
ing influence of the local atmosphere. Labor 
troubles always beget restiessness and discon- 
tent. Astrike in any section, whether suc- 
cessful or not, inevitably tends to bring about 
other strikes. There is a period of high ten- 
sion in the labor world, which is greatly in- 
tensified if serious collisions occur, if there are 
violence, bloodshed, resistance to lawful au- 
thority, open detiance of law and order, neces- 
sitating the calling out of military force. 
The fever continues until it burns itself out. 
Then there is a dead calm, while affairs are 
again straightened out. New. workmen are 
drilled into the places vacated, many of the 
strikers, baffled, desperate, and scattered, 
wander off, embittered against themselves, 
their former employers, and all mankind. 
The force of tramps is greatly added to. Many 
families theretofore knowing nothing but 
comfort are reduced to extreme poverty, and 
oftentimes great suffering. The story has 
been told over and over again. The same les- 
sons have been taught in almost every part of 
the country, yet it seems that there is an im- 
mense multitude of workers who have for- 
gotten it all, and who are ever ready to enter 
upon such costly, unwise,and dangerous ex- 
periments. 

An Injury to Labor. 

It is passing strange, indeed, that there 
should longer be found any considerable num- 
ber of American workmen with faith remain- 
ing in strikes. Some time ago it often oc- 
curred after mills were closed, or industrial 
fields abandoned for a short time, the diffi- 
culty was soon adjusted; concessions were 
made on both sides, and work was resumed.’ 
But this wae before the days when lawlessness, 
violence, and blovdshed were the almost in- 
separable accompaniments of these labor dif- 
ficulties. The men who indulge in such per- 
formances as have attracted the attention of 
the country within the past three months 
seem to lose their heads the moment they lay 
down their tools or waik away from their 
posts of duty. Instead of quietly withdraw- 
ing and abiding the result of their absence 
from work in peace, there is an almost imme- 
diate resort to the methods of outlawry which 
no organized state of society can for one mo- 
ment tolerate, This necessitates bringing 
upon the scene a thoroughly disciplined and 
equipped force to restore respect for law and 
enforce the rights of person and property. 
For a time there is a great deal ot bluster and 
some senseless resistance, but from the begin- 
ning the end is plain. The power of the State 
is exercised in due form. Rioting is put 
down, Rioters are dispersed. Proverty is 

rotected. Lawless leaders are apprehended. 

he strike collapses. There is peace and re- 
sumption of work, with the net result that 
organized labor has struck itself one more de- 
structive blow. 
The Inevitable Result. 

It matters not, so faras the final outcome 

is concerned, whether the locomotive tiremen 
at Buffalo go out or not; whether, in case 
these men quit work, they are followed by 
engineers, trafmmen, flagmen, telegraphers, 
clerks, and the whole army of all the railroads 
in New York, from car-cleaners to General 
Superintendents, ‘here can be but one end. 
Other men will be found, willing and anxious 
to take every vacant place. Stockholders, 
shippers, travelers, and the public in general, 
will demand that these great highways 
be reopened for public use, and that 
the State furnish all needful _§assis- 
tance to bring this about. Should the entire 
force of organized labor in the State of New 
York determine to strike in sympathy with 
this ill-founded, worse-conducted, and alto- 
gether suicidal movement of the Buffalo 
switchmen there would be widespread indus- 
trial demoralization ana immense loss to com- 
panies and individuals; but it could only be 
foratime. Nine-tenths of those indulging in 
such supreme folly would be suing for their 
old places in less than amonth. An immense 
number of idle people would for a time secure 
employment, thus bettering their condition, 
taking the place of those who would soon 
tind themselves without bread. 
_ The fact is, the entire army of organized 
labor bears but a relatively small proportion 
to the population. It is never heard of in the 
rural regions, in which there is nearly always 
a surplus of manual labor, except during the 
few weeks comprised in the planting and har- 
vest seasons. The crops have nearly all been 
garnered, the corn and late fruit only remain- 
ing, and much time can be expended in this 
direction without serious loss to anybody con- 
cerned. In ever) village, town, and city may 
be found a comparatively large number of 
men either out of emplcyment or unsatisfac- 
torily at work, ready to go elsewhere at the 
first opportunity. These do not belong, asa 
rule, to the labor organizations. Finally, any 
supreme contest of this sort would shake out 
of these loosely-constructed bodies a large 
proportion of their membership, leaving only 
a remnant to indu! e in the great conflict 
about which we hear so much from the ever 
open mouths of professional agitators. 


TO PREVENT ANARCHY AND CHAOS. 


The Militia Defending ‘the State, Not the 
Railroad Companies, 

New York Recorder: Dispatches from Buf- 
falo intimate that the striking switchmen are 
under the impression that the military force 
of the State has been called out in the interest 
of the railroad companies. The impres- 
sion, one telegram reads, ‘‘ created upon the 
strikers is that the railroad companies are 
making a powerful demonstration.”’ 

It is a mom erroneous impression. The 
militia of the State are at Buffalo in the in- 
terest of no man, no corporation. They are 
there to assert the majesty of the sovereign 
State of New York. Its Constitution and its 
laws guarantee order, and, the civil arm of its 
government having been found puwerless to 
maintain order in Erie County, the State, 
through its regularly constituted authorities, 
has sent its military forces there to enforce its 
supreme law. : 

The militia regiments are at Buffalo in the 
interest of the whole people. They are fur-

STRIKES DO NOT SETTLE IT. 


The Unsolved Labor Question—The Loss 
Falls on the Striking Workingmen. 

New York Recorder: What, thus far, is the 
practical result of the tie-up' at Buffalo? 
Loss of wages to the sttikers, with consequent 
deprivation to their families, an enormous 
bill of expense for the transportation, pay, 
and support of the militia, which the taxpay- 
ers of the County of Erie will be called on to 
liquidate. But this is not all. There is a 
still greater loss, which falls on the poor 
alone, and which is represented by the ad- 
vanced prices of many of the necessaries of 
life owing to the interruption of traffic on the 
roads. The price of beef, for instance, has 
gone up from three to five cents a pound. 
This is not the choice meat which comes from 
the region within 100 of 200 miles of the me- 
tropolis, but the Western article, which enters 
into general consumption, The price of the 
rich man’s beef has not been affected, because 
it does not pass on cars from the West through 
Buffalo. That is sold at the old figure; but 
the beef that goes on the table of the man of 
average income and of the toilers is higher 
now than it has been in a long time. The 
strike has done it. It has struck every poor 
family in the city right in the pocket. er- 
haps worse is to follow, but we hope not. 

Here we have an object lesson in striking 
which the dullest comprehension can under- 
stand. The poor are alone the sufferers from 
it. The rich man does not feel it. And is it 
not so all the time? Not one strike in twenty 
—nay, in fifty—ever accomplishes anything ia 
the way of a condition of those 
who participate in it, walking delegates 
who manage strikers, who sit in comfortable 
headquarters,“ who issue manifestoes, whose 
names flare out in the telegraph dispatches, 
who are “ interviewed,’’ who are photographed 
and sketched by artists, and whose biographies 
are printed, rarely suffer. The blow falls on 

fellow who out on the 
tet near one of the 
autocrats, and who knows no more about his 
plans than he does about the councils of 
the employers against whom he struck. Call 
over the long list of strikes and answer if this 
is not the truth. Arbitration? By all means, 
but why should the strike, as is almost in- 
variably the case, precede the effort to arbi- 
trate? Why burn property, as at Buffalo, be- 
fore endeavoring to compromise the points in 
dispute, 

Strikes do not settle the labor question. 
They do not better the laboring man’s condi- 
tion. This is shown by long and bitter ex- 
perience. Strikes are not the remedy for the 
ills of labor. Their only effect on the great 
problem of harmoniously adjusting labor and 
capital is to make it more difficult to reach 
that solution which has not yet been found. 


HAVE MADE A MISTAKE, 


A Bad Demagogic Paltform Put Forth by 
the Iowa Democrats. 

N. V. Sun (Dem.): A day after the Michi- 
gan Democrats had prostrated themselves at 
the feet of the labor anarchs the Iowa Demo- 
crats committed themselves to this dishonest 


and puerile proposition: 

We are in thorough sympathy with the multi- 
tude of honest toilers throughout the land, and 
we observe with deep solicitude the contiicts be- 
tween capital and labor, which manifest them- 
selves in the W number and scope of 
lockouts aud strikes. hese conditions are 
chargeable to the policy of the Republican party. 
whict has for its object the disbursement of taxes 
among the favored few, and the maintenance of 
privileged classes at the expense of the masses. 

We have italicized the dishonesty and the 
puerility. There is not a man in the country 
with intelligence enough to swallow an oyster 
who doesn’t know that this proposition 1s 
nonsense. Most of the grea t strikes and the 
great conflicts between capital and labor,“ 
in other words, the acts of violence of labor 
organizations against employers or non-union 
men, occur in the non- protected industries. 
Look at Coeur d' Alene. Look at Buffalo. 
And as for Homestead the Amalgamated As- 
sociation doesn’t pretend to believe that the 
tariff had anything todo with the lockout 
there. The question to be settled was whether 
the owners or the Amalgamated Association 
should run the mills. That was all. 

The lowa Democrats do, indeed, go so far 
as to insist that violence and disorder must 
be restrained u all circumstances; but 
they destroy thé force of this declaration by 
declaiming that the greed of the capitalists 
in monopolizing the benefits granted by this 
policy will never deal justly with producing 
labor.“ The perpetual bibble-babble of 
fools, cranks, and anarchists for revenue 
about the greed of capitalists and monopolists 
and plutocrats has probably done as much as 
any ocher one cause to make labor organiza- 
tious think that a millionaire is a person who 
has robbed them in some way, and that he is 
an enemy of the buman race with whom they 
are justified in getting even by any 
means they can; nor do they discriminate, as 
our free trade friends would like to have them 
do, between the protected and non-protected 
plutocrat. The necessary result, in fact, of 
all the declamation about the greed of the 
monopolist is to persuade the labor men that 
they are victims of the rich and that riches 
are not only an affront to them, but a crime 
against society, and especially against labor. 

We warn the Iowa Democrats that they are 
bringing no credit upon the Democratic party 
and adding no strength to its canvass by try- 
ing to give a petty partisan twist to the great 
labor disturbances. Those disturbances reach 
the root of social order in the United States, 
and in dealing with them there should be no 
recrimination between Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats. Ide case is too serious for that.

He Says It Is Merely a Safe Cruising 
Greund for Pleasure Craft—No Docks 
nor Slips Constructed as Contemplated 
—Condition of the Illinois River Canal 


Project—What He Says of Hennepin—. 


Secretary Foster Exptesses Himself 
Upon the Treasury Situation, 
Wasuinetonr, D. C., Aug. 22.—([Special.]— 
In his annual report to theChiefof Engineers, 
Capt. W. L. Marshall, in charge of river and 


‘harbor improvements at Chicago and vicinity, 


says of the Chicago harbor: 
CONDITION OF THE Work Jung 30, 1892.—Be- 
tween the dock line and breakwater an area of 270 
acres is included which the original project con- 
templated dredging to 16 feet in depth where de- 
ficient. The area between the k tine and 
shore is reserved for slips and docks. Two hun- 
dred and sixty-seven thousand cubic yards of ma- 
terial are yet to be d from the outer basin 
beyond the dock line, but as the area already 
dredged is sufficient for present needs and the 
material is necessary for the construction of any 
docks and wharves in this basin no further dredg- 
ing is desirable until such use 
The purposes of the outer harbor have never 
realized, due to the litigation a 
minatigqn of the question 
ownership and rights. 
docks have been constructed except by the 
Illinois Central railroad north of Randolph street 
and the breakwaters serve only the pur of 
protecting the corporate property and affordin 
the people of Chic a protected and safe basin 
for pleasure craft. Since the construction of the 
exterior breakwater it has no value as a harbor 
of refuge. This basin will probably never sub- 
serve its intended purposes, and all expenditures 
for.maintaining the breakwaters and 142 
should be reduced to a minimum and be e ully 
considered. At most temporary work of timber 
and rubble stone should be employed until its 
final disposition is determined. It is now a 
question to use temporarily a part of this outer 
harbor for the purposes of transportation by 
water to cnd from the grounds of the Columbian 
Exposition in 1893, and any further use of u 
part of this harbor shoreward of the harbor line 
established by the Secretary of War Sept. 22, 1890, 
will depend upon the decision in the pending case 
on appeal before the United States Supreme 
Court upon the question of ownership of riparian 
rights and submerged lands. 


North Pier in Good Condition. 


At the beginning of the fiscal year work was in 
progress under contract dated Jan. 5, 1891, with 
the Kimball & Cobb Stone company of Chicago 
for rebuilding 5,243 feet of superstructure, with 
pile protection and repairs of the easterly break- 
water, outer basin, and of the north pier to the 
entrance to Chicago River. This work was prose- 
cuted vigorously by the contracters. The work 
was completed about two and a half months in 
advance of the time set. Under the cont.act 
2,542.5 linear feet of superstracture six feet 
height and 997.8 yg feet eight feet in height 
were completed at the close of the fiscal year; 
therefore the north pier of Chicago harbor an 
the easterly breakwater and its return 5,240.3 
linear feet is in fine order and condition. The 
southerly breakwater, outer harbor, and the 
south pier entrance to Chicago River are in bad 
condition and now require renewal. 

EXTERIOR BREBAKWATER.—This breakwater an- 
swers the purpose for which it has been con- 
structed, and its value as forming a safe barbor 
of refuge during northerly storms and as afford- 
ing a sheltered entrance to the harbor of Chicago 
is conceded by all parties inte in the com- 
merce of this great port. During the last fiscal 
year no work was done upon the  break- 
water, but it will soon be necessary to renew the 
superstructure over three-fifths of its extent. 

NTRANCE TO CHIcaGo MVERA.—It has hitherto 
been customary to I gy Ae ny that part 
of the river lying between the dge nearest the 
lake and the mouth of the river at the pier 
heads. Funds asked for are to be applied to the

IMPROVEMENT oF [Luror River.—This is de- 
tion by water from the southern end of Lake ,

Michigan to the Mississippi River of sufficient 
capacity for its navigation by the largest class of 
Mississippi River steamboats can reach the 
mouth of the IIlinois River. Dimensions for the 
locks to meet this requirement are, length of 
lock chamber 350 feet, width seventy-five feet, and 
depth at low water under sills seven feet.

Another section of the river eighty-eight miles 
in length from the mouth of 891 2 Cove to La 
Salle has been improved by Lilinois by the con- 
struction of two locks and dams, one at Copperas 
Cove and one at Henry, III. Over this latter sec- 
tion the State still collects tolls, the United 
States not yet having accepted the conditions im- 
posed by the act of cession of the Legislature, 
which conditiogs are such as to deprive the works 
of all value wulle demanding a great expenditure 
by the United States for works to be substituted 
therefor 

No provision has yet been made by Congress for 
embarking upon the construction of the pnecea- 
sary works to establish navigation over the sec- 
tion from La Salle to Lake Michigan, but the 
Lilinois Legislature has prov‘ded for the destruc- 
tion of the navigation established by locks and 
dams over the section of the Illinois River from 
La Salle to Copperas Cove by requiring the re- 
moval of the locks and dams at Henry and 
Copperas within four years of July 1, 89, whether 
or not any other system of navigation be substi- 
tuted therefor. Under this law these dams must 
be removed by July 1, 98. 

It must necessarily be many years before any 
other system of navigation can be substituted 
for that by locks and dams over this section, and 
it surely cannot be contemplated to carry out the 
letter of this law. The State has just expended a 
large sum in rebuilding the gates of the locks and 
the utility of the Lilinois and Mississippi Canal, 
the construction of which is just now being un- 
dertaken will be limited to that of a local canal 
if navigation be not maintained in the Illinois 
River above Hennepin. Works in question must 
be maintained until au equally efficient naviga- 
tion be substituted therefor. Ihe present proj- 
ect involves the construction of two locks and 
dams, one at La Grange, seventy-nine miles above 
the mouth of the Illinois River, and the other at 
Kampsville, thirty-one miles above its mouth 
and dredging the channels to give seven feet o 
water at low water over bars. More than 2,000,- 
000 cubic yards of dredging is required. 


The Hennepin Canal Project. 


Concerning the Hennepin Canal Capt. 
Marshall reports as follows: 


Under the requirements of the Act of Septem- 
ber, 1890, it was recommended that work upon 
this important project should begin at the mouth 
of Rock River and that the appropriation be ex- 
pended at that point. After examination, a route 
was recommended along the bank of Rock River 
near its mouth around the lower rapids of Rock 
River embracing five miles or less of the canal, 
this location being approved by the Secretary of 
War. Accordingly legal descriptions of all lands 
acquired for this section of the canal were pre- 
pared and the matter of obtaining titles to the 
rights of way placed in the bands of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Later this approved route was 
opposed and resisted by interests centering at 
Hock Island, III. 

A Board of Engineers was convened to deter- 
mine what constituted the mouth of Rock River 
and whether the northerly or southerly bank 
should be followed. This board decided in favor 
of the route fixed by the Secretary of War. Con- 
demnation cases in obtain hts of way came 
up in the United States District Court and awards 
were made except in the care ot the parcel of land 
required for the crossing of the tracks and em- 
bankment on the head of Big Island of the Rock 
Island and Peoria railroad, which involved a con- 
test. Necessary funds were applied for and paid 
over, and the work as far as justified by the titles 
received for some three miles or less of the canal 
trunk and three lock-pits and foundations was 
advertised. Proposals were accordingly received, 
and very advantageous terms and prices were of- 
fered. Awards were recommended to be made to 
the lowest responsible bidder, but up to the 
of the fiscal year ending June J, awards had 
not been made.

Secretary Foster Has No Fear for the 
Nation’s Credit, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 22.—Secretary 
Foster returned from Ohio last night. He 
was too tired to talk until this morning and 
he said then that he knew very little about 
Ohio politics as a result of his visit. 


„There can be only one result,” he said. 


“We may have trouble in one or two Con- 


gressional Districts, but everything seems to 
be all right otherwise.“ 

The Secretary’s attention was directed to an 
articie published in the Phfladelphia Ledger 
predicting a $40,000,000 deficit this year, 

The Secretary looked over it and picked its 
statements to pieces. 

„ Here,” he said, it states that for the 
first time we have extended a small loan be- 
cause we are not able to pay it. Why, all our 
extensions of bonds have been because the 
government has not had the monéy to pay 
them. Now as to the suspension of payments 
for theainking fund.

and to enjoin their interference with it as a 
public street or park. In 1891 pending pro- 
‘ceedings were united in a bill filled by owners 
of property abutting the tract, in which the 
Superior Court was asked to forever enjoin 
Mason and his associates from interfering 
with the use of the land for public purposes. 
This suit Judge Anthony decided yesterday in 
‘favor of the complainants. 

In an elaborate decision the Judge reviews 
evidence to show that at one time the tract 
was used fora public highway and concludes 
that a dedication was intended by Hundley. 
In disposing’ of the defendants’ contention 
that the dedication was voided by reason of 
the non-acceptance of the Town of Lake 
View the court says that dedications are 
express or implied and may be evidenced by 
deed, by acts and deciarations, or by acquies- 
cence and user. In closing the Judge says: 

„We think the evidence all goes to show 
that * strip of land was to be devoted to 
publie pu and that no one who cannot 


show a clear title should be allowed to take 
‘possession of it. We believe that Hundley

IMMIGRATION IN TEN YEARS. 


Changes in the Nationality of the Multi- 
tudes Coming to America. 

Springfield (Mass.) Republican: We have 
before called attention to the unusual volume 
of immigration of the last fiscal year. The 
total number of arrivals was 619,320, which 
exceeds the immigration of any previous year 
since 1882. More important yet is the change 
which has taken place in the character or na- 
tionality of the new-comers. This will appear 
in a striking way by comparing the numbers 
contributed by the several European countries 
the last year and in 1882, the year of largest 
immigration, and we give also the fiscal 
figures for the year 1891:

Undoubtedly i in the ‘last year as in 1882 the 
short crops and consequent distress in Eu- 
rope, accompanied by large crops and a more 
promising situation in the United States, will 
generally explain why the immigration of 
those years was so much heavier than com- 
mon; and without — the coincident 
blow given to some European industries by 
the McKinley act operated with the short 
crops to stimulate emigration, Prosperous 
times in the United States tends, of course, to 
attract more emigrants. But depression or 
distress abroad isa more potent cause in 
moving them. Thus we have pointed out in 
the exceptional figures of 1892, above given, 
the existence of hard times in Europe. That 
section of the world has been passing 
through a season of great financial, industrial, 
and agricultural depression indu by causes 
in large part independent of the McKinley 
act. The number of emigrants to the United 
States for this reason alone would probably 
have been larger in 1892 and 1891 than in the 
few previous years. But the higher American 
tariff must have also acted as a stimulant to 
emigration. We set out inthis measure to 
force by artificial means the transplanting of 
certain industries from Europe to the United 
States and in a degree it would seem that we 
had succeeded. At least we brought the 
workers if we did not bring the capital. 

Other particular cases seem also to have 

rated. The great changes in the sources 

of i immigration which have taken place in ten 
years seem to indicate this. Thus, from Rus- 
sia we received more than five times and trom 
Poland eight times as many immigrants in 
1892 as in 1882—the persecution of the Jews 
accounting in part for the change. But all 
parts of Eastern and Southern Europe have 
been vastly more active participants in the 
business of furnishing the experiment of 
democracy in America with raw material. 
From the United Kingdom, Gerinany, and 
Scandinavia immigration has declined in the 
ten years, while from Russia, iacluding Po- 
land, Austria-Hungary, and Italy, it has becn 
increasing toa remarkable degree. The fig- 
ures are no longer such as to fill us with 
pride and hope.

The Measure of a Country’s Ability to Ex- 
pers Products. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—[Editor of The . 
I notice you are at present devoting considerable 
space to the discussion of tariff questions in their 
relation to the wages of labor and other matters 
which political economy has sought to reduce to 
a scientific basis. If 1 am correctly informed, 
political economists have established the fact 
that the creer, of a country’s ability to export 
is in like manner the measure of its ability to im- 
port, and that restraint of the latter, from what- 
ever cause, operates to reduce the volume of the 


former.

REPLY. 

[A nation’s ability to.export depends first on its 
having surpluses of natural products or manu- 
factured goods in excess of the necessary home 
demand; and, second, on its ability to dispose of 
those products at prices which justify their pro- 
duction or manufacture, The United States 
could increase greatly its surplus production of 
manufactured goods if it could offer them in neu- 
tral markets as cheaply as other manufacturing 
nations do. It cannot do so under present condi- 
tions, but it could, no doubt, if the wages of 
labor, which form so great a part of the cos“ of 
any product, were cut down one-half. At present 
the exports of the United States are limited to 
small surpluses of manufactured goods and to 
such surpluses of natural products as can be sold 
at remunerative prices in competition with simi- 
lar products of other countries. The ability of 
the United States to import is more extensive be- 
cause it can and does pay for imvorts, not merely 
with the surpluses mentioned above, but with gold 
and silver coin and bullion, and with mortgages 
or bonds. That is true of all countries. Thus, dur- 
ing some years of bad harvests prior to 1846, En- 
gland imported great quantities of grain. 
sellers did not want to take their pay for it all in 
English goods but demanded gold, and as a con- 
sequence the stock of bullion was drained so low 
as to excite the liveliest apprehensions. 

The correspondent incloses an extract about 
the fall in the price of silver, but it has no bear- 
ing on the question he asks except to the extent 
that as the United States is a large producer of 
silver the total value of its exports of that com- 
modity may be lessened, |

SULLIVAN INTRAINING 


—— 


JOHN L. PREPARING FOR HIS FIGHT 
WITH COKBETT. 


How the Big Fellow Is Getting Himself 
in Condition for the Great Contest— 
The Daily Routine Not at All to the 
Liking of the Champion, Who Says He 
Would Not Train Again for a Million 
Dollars—What the Backers of Both 


Men Claim. 

Correspondence Chicago Globe: The heavy- 
weight champion pugilist, John L. Sullivan 
is putting the finishing touches on his training 
for what he declares is the last battle of his 
life—his fight with James J. Corbett, Sept. 7, 
before the famous Olympic club, He looks 
every inch a fighter, as he trains daily at Ca- 
noe Place Inn, Good Ground, L. I., under the 
watchful eye of genial Phil Casey, the hand- 
He is every inch an autocrat, 


too, and it is doubtful if the Czar of all the 
Russias exacts more careful attention from 
his minions than Sullivan. 

The champion is stern aggressiveness from 
the tips of his toes to his slightly gray bair. 
His voice is harsh and guttural, more like the 
growl of a bulidog than anything else. When 
he speaks some one moves, and if that some 
one does not move with alacrity Sullivan turns 
his head to one side after the manner of the 
canine mentioned and gives the some one a 
glance out of the corners of his black eyes 
that never fails to produce the desired results. 
Training isthe hardest kind of hard work, 
and as it is not at ali to Sullivan’s taste it does 
not tend to make him feel amiable. He says 


emphatically that he would not train again 
for a million dollars, and while this may be 
Suilivanesque hyperbole, the inducement 
would surely be a great one that would make 
the champion again apply the jackknife of ex- 
ercise and whittle sixty pounds of flesh from 
his stalwart frame. 

Sullivan is naturally gruff and bellicose in 
his appearance, even in everyday life, and 
when he has his hands up in battle array his 
fierce appearance cowers an ordinary oppo- 
nent and makes him more feartul of the re- 
sult than before he entered the ring. 

Canoe Place Inn, the picturesque spot where 
Sullivan is at work, is an almost inaccessible 
place nearly seventy miles from New York, 
but this factdoes notdeter hundreds of peo le 
from visiting the champion every week. 18 
training quarters are located on the upper 
floor of a barn, and each day fifty or sixty 
peopie crowd into the end of the barn ana 
watch the great John L. punch the bag, skip 
1 get his rub down, and take his shower 

at h. 

Punching the Ball. 

The day I saw him train he was about to 
begin his gymnasium work. He sat on the 
edge of a sinall black framed bed, clad in 
black trunks, gray shirt, white socks, and 
black tennis shoes, and a leather belt encir- 
cled his ample waist. He did not look at 
peace with all the world, but rather as though 
the world and the fifty members of it that 
were staring at him made him very, very tired. 

Finaliy Sullivan arose from the bed, growled 
an order to his Japanese valet to tie the puach- 
ing bag more securely to its rope, dunned a 
pair of light gloves, and waited for the Jap to 
do hiswork. It was one of the hottest days of 
the year, and the prospect of having to punch 

a leather football for half an hour did not 
42 an inviting one to the champion. 

At last the ball dangled securely from the 
ceiling. Sullivan growled a few more orders 
in a voice that apparently came from the 
neighborhood of his tennis shoes, swaggered 
toward the ball, cast a fierce glance out of 
the corners of his eyes at it, and then gave 
the sphere a blow withhis richt fist that 
nearly tore it from the rope. Again and 
again he sent his big fist against the bali un- 
til it played a vigorons tattoo upon the ceiling. 
Occasionally he would get careless, and as 
the ball came back with terrific speed and 
banged him between the eyes he would growl 
good-naturedly. One for the ball.“ 

He chewed gum constantly and pounded 
away at the ball until the perspiration dripped 
from his sunburned, smooth-shaven face. At 
the end of twenty minutes he was panting a 
little, but after a pause of a few moments big 
Jack Ashton, his sparring partner, handed 
him a half-inch rope, which he grasped by the 
ends and began skipping as gracefully. and 
easily as a miss of twelve years. He held his 
feet close together and without bending his 
knees sent his 212 pounds of bone and brawn 
up into the air by the spring of his toes. 
Minute after minute the champion continued 
the exercise until Assjstant Trainer Billy 
Morgan announced that he had skipped the 
rope 432 times, 

In the Pink of Condition. 


Sullivan then handed the rope to his Japan- 
ese valet and, wholly unabashed by the pres- 
ence of half a hundred people, literally 
stripped himself and was vigorously rubbed 
down by Casey, Ashton, and Morgan. Then 
he tumbled into the bed and was covered up 
with heavy blankets. A few ynoments later 
he threw off his coverings and posed fora 
photographer with his powerful back to the 
camera. His skin was a warin, healthy pink, 
but hardly a muscle was visible. Every one 
was in its proper place, however. and each was 
as strong and hard as steel, but all were so 
perfectly molded to his great bones and 80 
hidden by his pink flesh that he did not im- 
press one at first glance as being particularly 
muscular. The second glance, however, cor- 
rected the erroneous impression, for every 
line of the champion’s hefculean frame, from 
his great arms, broad shoulders, and thick 
chest to his large, strong, shapely legs, was 
eloquent of power. 

As I glanced admiringly at the champion I 
mentally compared him with his opponent, 
the young California giant, whom I had seen 
similarly stripped but a few days before. Cor- 
bett was the taller by several inches, but Sul- 
livan outweighed him by twenty-five pounds. 
Corbett seemed the quicker on his feet, his 
reacb was greater. his work at the bag easier 
and smoother, and there seemed to be fully as 
much power behind his blows as there was 
behind those of Sullivan, but giant that he 
was the Californian seemed almost fragile 
compared with the champion. Their styles 
of fighting the bag differed greatly, but each 
was master of the same terrible short arm 
right hand blow. 

Which will win?“ I asked myself, but the 
only answer Icould conjure up was the echo 
“Which?” 

** That’s all, Mr. Sullivan,“ said the photog- 
rapher, and the champion stalked across the 
barn and stood under the shower bath for sev- 
eral seconds. Then Morgan brought ™ 
after pail of water and dashed them ful 
the spluttering champion’s face. 4 
pail,“ the big pugilist would growi after each 
ducking, and Morgan would obey with alac- 
rity.. Some of the water would enter the 
cham mpion’s open mouth and the remainder 
would stream down his brawny form. 


— — today than aii ears ago 
when he whipped Kilrain, and that if Corbett 
will only stand up and fight him he will de- 
feat the Californian in 5 few rounds. Cor- 
bett, on the other hand, declares that he 
wou not accept $15 $15,006 as the price of not 
meeting Sullivan, for the reason that he will 
get 885.000 if he wins, and he believes that he 

as more than half a chance to get away with 
both Sullivan and the coin. 

Sullivan was born atthe Highlands. near 
Boston, Oct. 15, 1858, and consequently will 
be very nearly 34 years old when he meets 
Corbett. At 16 Sullivan already possessed 
considerable local renown as a fighter, ‘and 
after appearances at Boston boxing matches 
his fame as an invincible pugilist spread 
. His first notable victory was over 
Prof. John Donaldson of Cleveland. Sulli- 
van knocked the Ohio man out if ten rounds. 


One after another—George Rooke, Joe Goss. 


Steve Taylor and several other good men— 
were bested, and finally Suilivan woa the 
American championship by whipping Paddy 
Ryan in 1882, 

Sullivan then offered to knock out any man 
in the world in four rounds. He whipped 
Jimmy Elliott in this manner, but failed to 
best Tug Wilson. In 1888 the 1 
Mitchell boxing match was stopped by the po- 
lice. Since then Sullivan has whipped Slade, 
the Maori; John M. Laflin, Dominick Mo- 
Caffrey, Frank Herald, Jake Kilrain, and has 
—_— a draw with Charley Mitchell. 


CHINA WILL TEST THE NEW LAW. 


One of Its Officials Said to Be in the Coun- 
try for That Purpose. 


Sam Moy, who is prominent in the Chinese 
colony here, surprised government officials 
yesterdsy afternoon by informing them that 
orders had been received from China not to 
obey the law requiring Chinese residents to 
take out certificates of residence. He said the 
Government of China had sent one of its offi. 
cials to this country to fight the law in the 
courts, 

This minister from the Chinese court was in 
Chicago ten days ago, he said, and had in- 
formed him and others of the ‘wishes of the 
Chinese. Government. The representative 
from the Celestial Empire had gone to Wash- 
ington to secure the best legal talent to be had 
and the law would be tested in the United 
States Supreme Court. A test case would be 
made of the arrest of some Chinamen in De- 
troit, where they were held on the charge of 
violating the Exclusion law passed by the pres- 
ent Congress. In this way the Exclusion act 
and the provision compelling Chinamen to 
take out certificates of residence would be 
tested together. Until a decision was ren- 
dered, he said, no Chinaman in Chicago would 
take out a certificat>. : 

Certainly many of the Chinese living in 
this district are opposed to the requirements 
of the law, and most of them will probably 
follow the advice of tne Chinese representa- 
tive. Some few of the most intelligent of the 
race have, however, called on Collector Mamer 
and asked for particulars concerning the law. 
Anticipating a heavy demand for certificates 
of residence, Collector Mamer sent to Wash- 
ington for 4,000 blanks, and they will be re- 
ceived at the Internal Revenue office tomor- 
row. The Collector will not, however, be 
ready to receive. applications for a week, as 
the books of registration are not yet in shape. 
Every Chinaman, when making application 
for a certificate, must furnish the department 
with three acceptable photoyraphs of him- 
self. Rough estimates inade of the Chinese 
population in this Internal Revenue District 
place the number at 4,000, all of whom must 
take out certificates before Jan. 1, 1893. 


INSURANCE NEWS. 


The Underwriters’ Pneumatic Fire Door 
company. of which 8. Wedeles is President, is 
preseating a new device which appears to include 
a certain element of merit. The device is an ele- 
vator door operated on a pneumatic principle. 
The door is held in an upright position by a suc- 
tion valve, which is connected by pipes running to 
the various departments of a large establishment. 
The pipes are plugged witn a composition 
of lead, tin, and antimony. The plug. is 
fusible at a temperature of 120°, A test was 
made recently in a building on the West Side, at 
which there were present representatives of the 
Fire Department and Underwriters’ Association. 
The test was sufficiently satisfactory to induce 
the special committee of the Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation to resolve to allow the same rebate in case 
of its use as in case of the use of other approved 
automatic hateh doors, brovided the thoroueh- 
most acts are placed under the supervision of 
surveys and other agents, and the owners and 
agents of the building shall tile with the . Super- 
intendent of Surveys an agreemont that the mak- 
ing of the same shail be tested at least once a 
month, and a certificate that they are in good 
order shall signed by the owner or agent of 
the building and the party or parties controlling 
the patent. 


The Cook County Underwriters’ Association 
held a meeting yesterday.

The objects of this association are to take 
cognizance of insurance interests in Cook County 
and, it is explained by one of the members, to ex- 
amine the various charges that are made.

CHANGE OF THE TIDE 


| WEST CHICAGO STREET RAILWAY 


STOCK AGAIN ADVANCING. 


— | 


Net Rise of Eleven and a Half Points—Lead- 
ing Board of Trade Markets Much Un- 
settled — Grain Improves on Brighter 
Prospects at Buffalo—Provisions Success- 
fully Hammered by Packers Who Are 
Apparently “Gunning ” for One or Two 
Large Holders of Lard and Ribs. 


Tho rapid recovery of West Chicago Street Rail- 
way stock was the feature of the local stock mar- 
ket yesterday. To all appearances the weak bold- 
ers of stock have been thoroughly shaken out by 
the sharp decline, and the public is enco to 
buy by the lower range of prices. It is perfectly 
natural that prospective buyers,gwho have been 
watch ing the stock on its course up to 232 with 
perfect confidence that it is good for even higher 
figures, should consider it the proper’ thing to 
take bold at a reaction of 20 to 2% points. The 
first sale of West Side was made at 215. This was 
the low price of the day, and from that time on 
till the closs the movement was upward. The 
closing price was.226% regular, so the net advance 


| during the day was 11% points, or to within 6 


points of the highest point yet reached. The 
break in North Chicago stock was not so great as 
in West Chicago, and naturally the reaction was 


less. 

The stock opened at 275 and closed at a point to 
a point and a half higher. The crowd that came 
to the Exchange yesterday morning was clearly a 
West Chicago crowd, and the trading of the day 
was largely in that security. On the morning call 
1,200 shares were sold, while at the afternoon ses- 
sion 1,000 shares were transferred. At the banks 
it is considered a sort of conundram as to who is 
doing the business in street railway securities, 
Bankers claim that they are not lending any 
money on the stocks at the present prices, and 
the officiais of ome prominent bank claim that 
there are fewer shares of the stock with them at 
present than at any previous time for months. 
The account trading system oxplains to a certain 
extent the volume of business done and the buoy- 
ancy of rices. The public confidence 
in the timate advance of the stock 
is something phenomenal. Some of even 
the more conservative among operators believe 
that ultimately the entire list of street railway 
stocks will register 2 higher than have 
yet been reached. hey think, however, that 
there is a good prospect for intermediate low 
ranges. The earnings after this month will 
naturally begin to decrease, as June, July, and 
August are considered the harvest months for the 
street railway companies. Investors who have got- 
ten in as the public usually does, at the top notch 
of the market, will begin to grow dubious as to the 
value of their stock while lower earnings are re- 
ported, and will growtired of carrying them. The 
pressure on the part of such holders to sell may 
cause lower prices between now and the World's 
Fair season, when the logic of earnings is expect- 
ed to tell with the greatest force on street rail- 
way stocks, There was no business done in Chi- 
cago City Railway stock and no actual quotations 
established. 

The gossip regarding this stock seems to be that 
there are possibilities of high points being scored 
that will break old records and there are brokers 
optimistic enough to venture that it will advance 
to 500 before Sept. 1. : 

There was quite a little flurry in Brewing and 
Malting stocks. and those whose opinions jumped 
with their inclinatiens thought t it indicated 
that further steps had been taken toward a satis- 
factory settlement of the much talked of beer 
war. The stock started in at 45 and sold up to 
46. On the afternoon call it was inelined to be 
dull and heavy and it is quite likely that the 
opening prices this morning will be off to a cer- 
tain degree, 3 
Street’s Stable Car stock was dull and the sup- 
porters of the stock failed to rally before the ex- 
tensive offerings. The statement of the July 
earnings, which has been published, is not satis- 
factory, although such a condition of affairs was 
fully anticipated. The July earnings are given as 
$37,261, as against $32,085 for June. The corre- 
sponding item for the month of July, 1591, is said 
to have been about $13,000. The figures in both 
cases are popularly supposed to represent the net 
earnings of the company. This being the case the 


decrease for the month of July, 1892, as compared 


with July, 1891, is 86.000. This is, of course, suf- 
Sciently large to excite comment, even among 
friends of the stock. Explanations of a more or 
less satisfactory character are volunteered by 
people: near the management. According to a 
cashier of one of the local banks these figures, 
which are sup to be net, are 
reality the gross receipts, less the operat- 
ing expenses or the net receipts, plus 
the fixed charges He gives the decrease 
in the actual net receipts between the two years 
of only $383.52. He admits that there is an appar- 
ent decrease of $6,000 in the figures given by the 
campany to indicate the net earnings, but states 
that the fixed charges during July of this year 
have been less than those the same month a 
year ago by almost the same amount. In other 
words, he claims that the actual net ea 

after allowing for operating expenses and fixed 
charges, were in each year about $27,000. He 
fails, however, to explain just how tbe company 
succeeded in reducing: the tixed charges in a sin- 
gle month by $6,000. If the explanation was based 
on a difference in the operating expenses it might 
be more readily understood, as it might be easy 
for the operating expenses to vary 96,000, while 
the fixed charges should approximately be the 


same.
